Speaking of the admittedly fine showing made by the 
Medical Corps of the Japanese Army in the present war, 
the Baltimore Sun declares that “it puts to shame the 
medical science of Western armies.’”? We beg to reply 
that it does nothing of the sort. If it puts anybody or 
anything to shame here in the United States it is the 
fatuous policy of trusting to luck and volunteer civilian 
surgeons in time of war. The American people, with 
their absurd notion that you can make a soldier of a man 
simply by placing a rifle in his hands and « uniform on 
his body, also assume that an efficient army medical 
corps can be created merely by issuing commissions to a 
lot of patriotic civilian surgeons who have had no mili- 
tary training or experience. There isn’t a surgeon in 
the United States Army or Navy who does not heartily 
applaud the splendid work performed by his professional 
contemporaries in the Japanese service. Making due 
allowance for imperfect information and exaggerated 
statements, the results achieved by Japanese surgeons in 
the field and in hospitals have been such as to excite the 
professional pride and to stimulate the professional am- 
bition of medical and surgical practitioners throughout 
the world. But the notion that those results prove 
that the Japanese are superior in knowledge, operative 
skill and working methods is a wholly mistaken one. 
Their success is due first of all to the fact that their 
medical service, both in the army and navy, has been 
as carefullly organized and as liberally supported as any 
other branch of their military system; seced, to their 
ability to enforce obedience to all regulations pertaining 
to diet, sanitation and general hygiene, and third, to the 
fact that as a rule they have held fast to medical and 
surgical principles and rules long since demonstrated and 
established by scientists of Western nations. Given the 
same breadth of organization and support and the same 
field conditions, and there is no more reason to doubt 
that the Medical Corps of the U.S. Army could pro- 
duce identical results than there is to doubt that an 
American army equal in size and quality to the Japanese 
Army could do what the latter has done in Manchuria. 
But there is a vital difference between the Japanese sys- 
tem and the American system. ‘The former trusts almost 
nothing to chance or luck, while we trust almost every- 
thing. One stands for preparedness and economy, the 
other represents unreadiness and waste. One insures 
promptness and accuracy of operation in time of war ; the 
other delay, confusion and loss. One signifies that if 
soldiers must die at all they shall die on the firing line; 
the other that they shall die at the rear, of fever or other 
preventable disease. We have here in the United States 
the men of training, skill, courage and professional zeal 
to form an Army Medical Corps unsurpassed in the 
world, but we lack the intelligence to understand that 
to be efficient from first to last in war it must be o1- 
ganized, trained and maintained in time of peace. That 
is in reality the only lesson with regard to medical ser- 
vice that we have to learn from Japan. When we have 
taken it to heart we can duplicate her finest achieve- 
ments and possibly surpass them. 





The Navy League Journal objects to the reduction 
of the course at the Naval Academy to three years. 
Counting two years in a preparatory school, four years 
at college, and three years in the law school, a young 
man of sixteen or seventeen, the age at which young 
men are admitted to the Academy, requires eight years 
for technical education in the law. And yet the naval 
education, for which three years is supposed to be suf- 
ficient, is more comprehensive than that of the lawyer. 
The result is a cramming process, of which the League 
Journal says: ‘First, the eyes of the young men fail 
with unhappy rapidity—at the examination in June, 
1908, twenty-two cadets in one class failed on account 


of defective vision, when every one of them had satis- 
factorily stood the required eyesight test only a year be- 
fore. A second result is that many of the midshipmen 
leave the Academy mentally strained, and it is an un- 
happy fact that the records show eight suicides among 
high-stand men who were recently at the Naval Academy 
at one time. A third inevitable result is that young 
men go from the Academy with their education un- 
finished, and are unprepared to perform the exacting 
services required of them. The last few classes have 
been graduated at the end of three years, and it is the 
consensus of opinion among admirals and captains under 
whose command these young men have served, that the 
Navy—notwithstanding the present dearth of oflicers— 
would be far better off if the cadets were allowed an- 
other year at the Academy, even though their brother 
officers should have meantime to do double duty, or even 
though some ships should be left in ordinary.” 


< 
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With regard to the objection to the proposed shorten- 
ing of the course at Annapolis, it must, however, be re- 
membered that the plan urged by the General Board is 
an expedient designed to meet an immediate practical 
need of the Navy—a need so pressing in fact that unless 
supplied with a minimum of delay, it is likely to result 
in a serious impairment of naval efficiency. The short- 
age of officers is already a serious matter and is bound 
to become still more so with the completion of the war- 
ships now under construction or authorized by existing 
law. In order to provide the necessary officers for sev- 
eral large ships which are nearly ready to be placed in 
commission, the Navy Department is already compelled 
to place other vessels out of commission and transfer 
their officers to the new ones, but this policy even if con- 
tinued will not suffice to meget the needs arising from the 
numerous additions which the fleet will receive within 
the next three years. As a temporary measure of relief, 
therefore, the General Board has recommended that the 
course at the Naval Academy be reduced to three years, 
the expectation being that this arrangement, if adhered 
to for ten or twelve years, will relieve the growing pres- 
sure for additional officers and permit a return to the 
four year course. We may be sure that nobody regrets 
the reduction in the course at Annapolis more keenly 
than the members of the General Board themselves. They 
are all officers of high attainments and extensive experi- 
ence who fully appreciate the importance of thoroughness 
in the training of Navy officers, and they would be the 
last persons to recommend «a curtailment of the course 
of instruction at the Academy if there were any other 
practical means of providing for the pressing needs of 
the Service. To offset any disadvantage which might 
arise from shortening the course, it might be well to in- 
crease the requirements of the entrance examinations at 
the Academy and perhaps to insist upon increased thor- 
oughness in the studies of midshipmen during their two 
years of duty at sea following their graduation. There 
need be no fear of any lowering of the standards at An- 
napolis, for there will be none, On the contrary, there 
are evidences that all requirements prescribed will be 
strictly exacted, one indication of which is the fact, noted 
in these columns last week, that thirty-four members of 
the fourth class and six members of the third class have 
resigned because of inability, intellectual or physical, to 
conform to Academy standards. Many things are re- 
quired of the Navy officer of to-day. He must have de- 
veloped the faculty of command, he must be a navigator, 
a machinist, a steam engineer, an electrician, a drill 
master, and a gunner, and besides he is required to know 
something about international law, diplomacy, foreign 
languages, and many other things which the successful 
member of a given profession in civil life is not required 
to know. Obviously, to fit the young midshipman for 
these manifold requirements a four-year course is none 
too long. A situation has arisen, however, which, in the 
opinion of the foremost naval experts, makes it neces- 
sary to shorten the course temporarily to three years. If 
there is any other way of meeting the need without im- 
pairing the effectiveness of the Navy all true friends of 
the Service would be glad to learn about it. 
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While the International Commission of navy officers 
assembled in Paris to consider the grievance of Great 
Britain arising from the action of the Russian Baltic 
Fleet in firing upon English fishing ships in the North 
Sea, has throughout its investigations been characterized 
by the spirit of harmony and good will, the pleadings 
submitted at its final public session on Feb. 13 indicate 
that the most trying part of its task is yet to come. The 
conclusions presented by the opposing counsel show that 
on the main issues England and Russia are directly at 
variance, and consequently it remains for the commission 
to reconcile the contradiction and pass upon the vital 
questions of fact. Counsel for England contended that 
the evidence showed that there were no torpedoboats 
among the fishing fleet when it was attacked, that it was 
fired upon without sufficient reason and the firing contin- 
ued for an unreasonable time after the mistake was discov- 
ered, that no effort was made to succor the sinking ships 
or rescue their wounded, and that there was no irregular- 
ity whatever in the conduct of the innocent vessels. Coun- 
sel for Russia maintained, on the contrary, that the fire 
of the Baltic Fleet was ordered and executed in the le- 
gitimate accomplishment of the military duties of the 
admiral commanding, and that consequently no respon- 
sibility whatever is chargeable against him or his subor- 
dinate officers. Russig sincerely deplores the hardship 


imposed upon innocent victims and expresses her readi- 
ness to make material reparation to them on terms to 
be prescribed by the permanent court of international ar- 
bitration at The Hague. It will be observed that Russia 
contends that Admiral Rojestvensky was justifiable in 
doing what he did and that he is upheld by the govern- 
ment at St. Petersburg. It is evident, therefore, that 
the finding of the International Commission will be a 
matter of great importance, not only to the nations im- 
mediately involved, but to all other naval powers. In 
passing upon the issues before it the tribunal will neces- 
sarily be guided not so much by the regulations of ocean 
commerce as by naval precedent and usage, and from its 
deliberations we may fairly expect a compilation of data 
of that character which shall greatly clarify many impgr- 
tant questions relating to the privileges of belligerents 
and the rights of neutrals at sea in time of war. 
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The Canadian idea that the defense of the Dominion 
properly devolves upon England, has appeared in a modi- 
fied form in Hawaii, in the blunt contention that if that 
territory requires any defenses they should be provided 
entirely by the United States. A bill now before the 
territorial legislature to appropriate $20,000 for the de- 
velopment and maintenance of the Hawaiian militia is 
vigorously opposed by the Honolulu Gazette and by other 
interests solely on the ground that the defense of the 
islands against foreign invasion is a matter of no concern 
to their inhabitants, but is a responsibility which rests 
upon the United States Government and the American 
taxpayer. The Hawaiians seem to believe that when at 
their own request they were annexed by the United States 
they assumed no responsibilities in return for the ad- 
vantages thus conferred upon them. It does not occur to 
them that their plain duty is to co-operate as far as they 
can to secure their coasts against a hostile attack. It is 
the purpose of the United States to establish powerful 
fortifications and other defensive works at Pearl Harbor 
and, perhaps, at other points in the Hawaiian Islands. 
Those works will be manned, of course, by troops of the 
United States Army, but there are conceivable con- 
tingencies in which the co-operation of a properly-trained 
force of native troops would be valuable, and it should be 
a matter of pride to the Hawaiian people to see that such 
a force, trained to the highest efficiency by Army officers, 
is always available. Here in the United States it is the 
purpose to train a considerable proportion of the militia 
organizations in coastwise States for service as an aux- 
iliary force in the land defense of our coast fortifications. 
The same thing should be done in Hawaii, and will be if 
the people of those islands have any clear appreciation of 
their obligation to the government whose protection they 
enjoy. 
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In the somewhat intemperate discussion which has 
arisen over the recent dealings between the United States 
and the Republic of Santo Domingo, there is a disposi- 
tion in some quarters to criticize Comdr. Albert ©. Dil- 
lingham, U.S.N., who, in behalf of our Government, ne- 
gotiated the agreement of Jan. 20 with the Dominican 
authorities, and Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, U.S. 
N. who, in pursuance of that agreement, has taken con- 
trol of the custom house at Monte Cristi, preparatory to 
the administration of its affairs by the United States. 
There appears to be an impression that the officers named 
acted precipitately, that they should have waited until 
they were perfectly sure that their action was strictly 
constitutional and that they have placed the United 
States Government in a position from which it will be 
compelled to recede. Criticism of this sort is puerile and 
absurd. Admiral Sigsbee and Commander Dillingham 
have simply obeyed the orders of the Commander-in-Chief 
of the United States Navy. They did not, nor had they 
any right to, concern themselves as to whether those or- 
ders were in accordance with constitutional authority, 
and if their action has placed the Government in an at- 
titude which it cannot maintain, that is a matter for 
which others are solely responsible. As for the sugges- 
tion that they should have waited a while before acting, 
it is well to remember that to a Navy officer an order 
means that he shall act and let others do the deliberating. 
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President Roosevelt’s message to Congress urging that 
means be provided for a scientific survey of the Philip- 
pine Islands is timely and commendable. With the has- 
tened development of the islands which is almost certain 
to come under the new law guaranteeing the interest on 
capital invested in building and operating railroads, there 
will be an increased need of definite knowledge concerning 
the mineral, timber and agricultural resources of the 
territory. That information, to be trustworthy, should 
be compiled by the Government and published in official 
form. At the request of the President a committee of the 
National Academy of Sciences has prepared a report 
strongly endorsing the proposed survey and the same 
body has submitted a draft of a bill which, if enacted, 
would provide for the prompt completion of the work. 
In such an undertaking the Government would haye the 
benefit of the great work performed in the islands by the 
United States Army in exploration, road-building and 
the compilation of the Philippine Census under the di- 
rection of Major Gen. Joseph P. Sanger, U.S.A. It is 
probable, indeed, that if the proposed survey were under- 
taken much of the practical field work would devolve 
upon officers of the Army, many of whom are, by profes- 
sional training and military experience in the Philip- 
pines, specially qualified for the task. 
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The Denver (Colo.) Republican recently published a 
statement by Col. A. C. Sharpe, A.G., of the Department 
of Colorado, on the subject of the evil results following 
the abolishment of the canteen. This attracted the at- 
tention of a former officer of the British Army, R. A. 
Skues, now a civil and mining engineer at Gunnison. 
Colo. Mr. Skues therefore addressed a letter to Colonel 
Sharpe in which he says: “The present system of can- 
teens was first introduced into my regiment, the 69th 
South Lincolnshire, in 1865, at Aldershott Camp, by 
Captain Smyth, and he and myself and another officer 
named Mansfield, composed the first board of managers. 
The system soon became general in every corps and 
regiment, and when the so-called reformers got your 
canteens done away with, my previous intimate ex- 
perience with this matter caused me to realize fully 
how misguided some well-intentioned people can be. We 
officers had the mess to go to, had an anteroom with 
papers, and a place where, if we wished, we could write 
our letters. In getting the canteens away from the 
civilian contractors, Captain (afterwards colonel) Smyth’s 
idea was to make the canteen a place where the soldier 
need not be under an interested party, as he was under 
the civilian system, but where he could obtain a reason- 
able amount of good ale or porter (no spirits), and also 
where he could go and read the papers, play various 
games (no gambling), and write his letters without 
drinking anything unless he pleased. There were several 
other things for sale, such as tea, coffee, sugar, and 
various necessities. Soldiers’ institutes have been in- 
troduced since, with a remarkable improvement in the 
temperance of the army. The idea is to make it as 
much a soldier’s club as possible, and a place where the 
enlisted man can read, or study even, if he so wishes. 
In my time the soldier used to eat and sleep in the same 
room, a most abominable and unhealthy custom. We 
had to go round the meals and ask if there were any 
complaints, as part of our orderly officer’s duty, and 
the effluvia when a barrack room door was opened was 
something awful. It was no use to tell them to open 
the windows, when the thermometer was in the minuses, 
for they were closed as soon as the orderly officer’s back 
was turned, and I myself never could have the heart to 
blame them. In the interest and for the good of your 
men I would like to hear of a system of institutes be- 
ing established in your Army, for a place of this kind is 
more in the interest of temperance and good behavior 
than anything else. A soldier then has a place to go to. 
There is always a certain amount of fellow-feeling 
among soldiers, whether they wear blue or red, or, in- 
deed, any other color, and it shows a proper and good 
spirit when the officer sympathizes with his men, and 
feels for them. Lord Wolseley says in his ‘Story of a 
Soldier’s Life,’ in the fearful muddle in the Crimea: 
‘We officers had money to buy things, but the poor 
private soldier, what had he?’ I was stationed in Can- 
ada in 1868, at Brantford, and four of our officers, 
Lieutenants Clark, Mansfield, Butler (now General Sir 
W. F. Butler, commanding the Western District, Eng- 
land), and another, whose name I forget, went on a 
shooting excursion, and were, by their account, most 
royally entertained by General Augur and his officers at 
Fort Kearney. On their return they were accompanied 
by Major G. B. Russell, General Augur’s A.D.C., who 
staid for several weeks as the guest of the regiment. 
He was quite a favorite with my regiment, and we did 
what we could to make his visit as enjoyable as pos- 
sible. Butler tried to get General Augur and some of 
the other officers to come, but Major Russell was the 
only one who could get away.” Major Russell was re- 
tired as a lieutenant colonel in 1898, and died at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, Oct. 24, 1903.

James C. Smith, battalion sergeant major, 24th U.S. 
Inf., thinks that the 10th Infantry is entitled to the 
credit which was given to the 9th for helping out the 
“Rough Riders,’ Colonel Roosevelt, at Santiago. Ser- 
geant Major Smith says: “I was at the time a saddler 
sergeant of the 10th Cavalry, and having lost my com- 
mand through having been sent to the rear to call up the 
second squadron of the 10th which had been in reserve, 
under command of Major T. J. Wint, 10th Cav., now 
brigadier general, U.S.A., who can corroborate this fact, 
did upon rejoining the firing line, report to Captain 
Wainwright, 1st Cav., the commissioned officer met. The 
captain ordered me to report to Colonel Roosevelt, who 
he said was just a bit further along to the right from 
where he was. I found the colonel and reported to him. 
At this hour things, and very dangerous things they were, 
were certainly coming our way. Colonel Roosevelt low- 
ered his field glass for the fraction of a minute, looked 
at me and said: “Well, get in here and go to work.” I 
remained with Colonel Roosevelt the remainder of the 
day and in fact slept but a few yards in rear of him that 
night, leaving the next morning with Major S. T. Nor- 
vell, 10th Cav., who had come up on the hill to our ad- 
vanced position to tell Colonel Roosevelt that someone in 
authority sent word that he was to hold his position at 
all hazards. I enter thus fully into the matter to show 
that I had come back to earth and could have seen the 
9th Cavalry had she been there in much force. The 
troops that were with Colonel Roosevelt were fragments 
of the 1st and 10th Cavalry, and his own regiment, the 
‘Rough Riders,’ in probably nearly equal portions. Later 





on during July 2 Colonel Roosevelt came to the trenches 
where the 10th Cavalry were on duty and asked the regi-~ 
mcutal commander for the ‘man with the big whiskers." 


The regimental commander, Lieut. Col. T. A. Baldwin, 
at once called for Sergeant Smith. Upon reporting, Colo- 
nel Roosevelt spoke in the highest praise of the splendid 
conduct of the part of the regiment (10th Cavalry) with 
him the day before, as well as to say some very compli- 
mentary things relative to the ‘man with the big whis- 
kers.” 
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The New Orleans Picayune is greatly concerned about 
the General Staff of the Army which, it declares, “has 
become very unpopular with a large percentage of the 
officers of the military service.’”’” The General Staff, our 
Louisiana contemporary goes on to say, “affords ‘soft’ 
assignments for a number of officers of all grades who 
perform no duty commensurate with the rank and influ- 
ence they enjoy, but who are able to over-ride their su- 
perior officers, embarrass divisional and department com- 
manders and even wield a baneful influence over the 
freedom of action of generals commanding in the field.” 
The Picayune also reiterates the peevish complaint of 
Senator Hale that the General Staff has usurped the 
functions of the civilian _Seeretary of War and reduced 
that official to a mere figurehead, a proceeding which is 
solemnly described as “a long step towards militarism,” 
and the hint is given that unless the naughty General 
Staff behaves itself Congress may get angry and put it 
out of business. A reply to the complaint of Senator 
Hale and our New Orleans contemporary has come from 
a distinguished Democratic Senator from the South, Mr. 
Cockrell, of Missouri, who declares that the Secretary of 
War possesses more power to-day than ever before, that 
the responsibilities of his office have been greatly in- 
creased in recent years and that the creation of the Gen- 
eral Staff has relieved him of a vast amount of adminis- 
trative routine which he is probably very glad to sur- 
render. The Picayune strongly opposes the organization 
of a General Staff in the Navy, which, it holds, would be 
useful chiefly to officers with “pull” at Washington. On 
that subject it ventures the following interesting remarks 
which may be classified as “important if true:” “The 
eareer of the Navy General Board, which is to all in- 
tents and purposes a general staff, under the domination 
of the Secretary of the Navy, has not been such as to 
encourage the desire for legislation on the subject of a 
general staff. It is mere than probable that when Ad- 
miral Dewey retires from active duty the General Board 
will be abolished by executive order, as it was undoubt- 
edly created largely with a view to affording Admiral 
Dewey a post commensurate with his high rank.” 
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Some of the officers of the militia are making official 
complaints of the War Department with reference to 
matters concerning their interests. Adjutant General 
Drain, of Washington, says in a published order: “A 
very aggravating delay has taken place in the manu- 
facture and delivery of the target decorations. As an- 
nounced in previous orders, absence of action on the 
part of the War Department necessitated special de- 
signs for the use of this State.” Major George C. Lam- 
bert, commanding the 1st Battalion of Artillery of 
Minnesota, in his annual report giving the results of 
target firing with Service charges, says: “It is interest- 
ing to note that out of 113 shots fired at the range of 
2,500 yards, forty-seven went over the target, twenty- 
five under, twenty-seven were hits, three went to the 
right and two to the left, one was left and low, three 
left and high, two not located, two right and high and 
one right and low. The above results show that over 
87 per cent. of all shots fired were either hits or errors 
in elevation only. Those to the right and left were 
shots fired to locate the target, and all preliminary and 
record shots were correct as to deflection. This is al- 
most exclusive evidence that defective or uneven powder 
was the cause of nearly all errors in elevation. Not- 
withstanding my report of last year, strongly calling 
attention to the poor quality of the powder issued by 
the War Department, and showing the inevitable re- 
sults of its use, the same powder was again shipped to 
my command during the season just closed. The car- 
tridges which were received for use were stamped “1898 
lots unknown.” All the statements in my last report 
apply, with increased force, to the present shipment of 
powder. In view of those facts I strongly renew my 
recommendation that the smokeless powder for Artillery 
target practice be procured directly from some reliable 
manufacturer, since the Government seems to be un- 
able to procure or unwilling to issue any powder which 
can be used to advantage in our work.” 
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An important principle has been established by the 
recent decision of the Court of Claims in the case of 
Lieut. Comdr. Robert I. Reid, U.S.N., that if a naval 
surgeon refuse to treat an officer for any reason, the 
officer has a right to employ a civilian physician and 
charge the expense of the treatment to the United 
States. Lieutenant Commander Reid, while stationed 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, was taken sick with grip 
and went to his home in Brooklyn, about twenty minutes’ 
ride from the navy yard. The surgeon of the navy yard 
attended to him, and finding that he had contracted 
pneumonia, employed a civilian physician to look after 
him, stating that his other duties would not enable him 
to give the case the necessary attention. Mr. Reid ac- 
cordingly was obliged to pay the bill of the civilian 
physician, the expense of two trained nurses and an 
apothecary’s bill. The surgeon of the yard forwarded to 





the Surgeon General a report of his action which the 
Surgeon General disapproved on the ground that one of 
the medical officers at the yard could have given proper 
attention to the case. The Treasury Department re- 
jected the claim for reimbursement of these expenses, 
on the ground that the decision of the Surgeon General 
was final. The case was taken into the Court of Claims 
by Mr. Reid through Messrs. George A. and William B. 
King as attorneys, and in court the position was taken 
that Mr. Reid had a right to employ a civilian physician 
himself upon being refused treatment by the naval au- 
thorities, and that in his condition, pneumonia being 
always a dangerous disease, he could not be required to 
appeal from the action of the medical officer to higher 
authority. The court rendered no opinion in the case, 
but gave judgment for the expenses involved and ad- 
hered to the principle that an officer of the Navy is en- 
titled to medical attendance and may get it at the ex- 
pense of the United States, if he is unable for any 
cause to obtain the attention of a naval medical officer.

The official announcement by the President that Rear 
Admiral Henry Tudor Brownell Harris will be retained 
in office as Paymaster General of the Navy for at least 
a year after his statutory retirement for age, has been 
received with universal approval at the Navy Depart- 
ment, where the administration of Admiral Harris has 
been appreciated. It is understood that the President 
decided to ask Admiral arris to remain in office at the 
personal request of Secretary Morton, who greatly de- 
sired Admiral Harris’s assistance during the remainder 
of Mr. Morton’s administration of the affairs of the Navy 
Department. The continuance of Admiral Harris in 
the position he has filled so acceptably is, as the 
Secretary of the Navy says in his letter request- 
ing the Admiral’s continuance in office, a recogni- 
tion of his “long and faithful service in the Navy.” 
In his letter in reply to Mr. Morton Admiral Harris 
said: “I wish to thank you for this evidence of your 
approval of my administration of the affairs of this bu- 
reau to say that it will give me great pleasure to ac- 
cept the further service.” Admiral Harris entered the 
Navy as an acting assistant paymaster during the last 
year of the Civil War, Nov. 1, 1864, and was honorably 
discharged Sept. 18, 1865, to re-enter the Service as a 
paymaster fifteen months later, Feb. 21, 1867, He reached 
the rank of pay inspector Aug. 29, 1899, and was ap- 
pointed Paymaster General and Chief of the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts July 1, 1908. He has shown him- 
self to be as efficient as an administrator as he is ac- 
complished as an officer and courteous as a gentleman, 
and he has introduced numerous and important reforms 
in the management of his bureau. His continuance in 
office will be very acceptable to the Navy. 
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A chief yeoman, U.S.N., writes us to explain that the 
scarcity of yeomen in the Navy, of which the Paymaster 
General complained in his last annual report, is due to 
the fact that the prospect of a warrant officer’s com- 
mission causes men to enlist in other branches of the 
Service to the detriment of the clerical service. Few 
men care to enlist in a branch of the Service when the 
ultimate goal is only the position of chief petty officer. 
Our correspondent explains that disappointment in the 
expectation that Congress would legislate in their favor 
has led to the resignation of a number of competent yeo- 
men who left the Service to avoid being made subordin- 
ate, at some future date, to men who were boys when 
they were chief petty officers. Our correspondent says: 
“Now, after reading in your paper the proposed bill to 
warrant pay clerks, it strikes me forcibly that the De- 
partment has let a chance slip by of attracting to the 
clerical corps these so much desired men, and also of 
stimulating the ambition of every yeoman in the Ser- 
vice. Should a chief yeoman branch off on the slippery 
career of the ‘temporary warrant pay clerk’ it is very 
likely that before the end is in sight he will have to turn 
up at a receiving ship for re-enlistment, as it is not im- 
possible for even a competent pay clerk to fail to se- 
cure an appointment; and in such a case a yeoman would 
rejoin the Service under decidedly unfavorable conditions, 
both in regard to the benefits accrued from previous ser- 
vice as well as the rating he will be allowed to enlist in. 
The bill, therefore, gives the impression of being only 
for the relief.of pay clerks and not to ameliorate our 
condition, which is to be deplored on account of the 
tendency it will have among the chief and other yeo- 
men to kill their ambition.” 





The Bureau of Navigation has tentatively decided upon 
some very important fleet and other assignments to take 
effect this spring and summer. Rear Admiral R. B. 
Bradford will succeed Rear Admiral Sigsbee in command 
of the Caribbean Squadron; Rear Admiral Thomas will 
succeed Rear Admiral Bradford in command of the 
Training Squadron, and Rear Admiral James H. Sands, 
as we stated, Feb. 11, will probably become Superintend- 
ent of the Naval Academy as successor to Capt. W. H. 
Brownson. Capt. John E, Pillsbury, now Assistant Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, has been selected to be the 
chief of staff of Rear Admiral R. D. Evans, who will 
assume command of the North Atlantic Station upon the 
retirement of Rear Admiral A. S. Barker. Comdr. F. F. 
Fletcher, who has just been relieved from command of 
the torpedo station, has been assigned to duty as chief 
of staff on the Asiatic Station. 
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The Navy Department has received from Comdr. A. 
Mertz, commanding the cruiser Newport, the following 
report dated “Norfolk, Va., Feb. 10:’’ “I have the honor 
to report that at about 2:30 a.m., Jan. 30, while this 
vessel was en route from Boston to Sanchez, San Do- 


mingo, the tail shaft broke and the propeller was lost. 
Reports of a board of officers on all facts obtainable have 
been forwarded. The ship at the time was 390 miles 
S.E. by E. one-half E. (true) from Cape Henry. She 
was at once put under sail and headed for that point. 
Owing to head winds and poor tena qualities of the 
ship, she did not make Cape Henry until the morning of 
the 9th, and the tugs sent by the commandant of the 
navy yard picked her up and towed her in. During the 
ten days the weather was uniformly bad. Two gales, one 
from northeast and the other from northwest, were en- 
countered. During the latter the seas were tremendously 
high and heavy, and the ship was hove to under storm 
sails. I cannot speak too highly of the ship’s qualities 
as a sea boat; she rode the seas like a gull and was dry 
fore and aft. On the morning of Jan. 31 L. L. Lackey, 
O.S., was washed overboard from the head booms, but 
owing to the prompt and efficient action of Ensign Wy- 
gant, officer of the deck, the man was rescued and brought 
on board. A moderately heavy sea was running at the 
time. The behavior of the crew during what was a novel 
experience to most of them, was admirable. On Feb. 3 
the steamer Admiral Schley, bound for Jamaica, was 
spoken and requested to report the loss of the propeller, 
the ship’s position and destination.”

Rear Admiral George F. F. Wilde, U.S.N., who has 
been placed on the retired list at his own request after 
forty years’ service, to date from Feb. 20, was born in 
Massachusetts and appointed to the Naval Academy from 
that State in November, 1861. In 1865 he was attached 


to the steam sloop Susquehanna of the Brazil Squadron, 
and in 1866 and 1867 he was on the Nipsic of the South 
Atlantic Squadron. He was on the Contocook, the flag- 
ship of the North Atlantic Squadron, in 1868-69; the 
Wabash, the fiagship of the European Fleet, in 1872; 
the Canonicus, North Atlantic Fleet, in 1873-’74; the 
Vandalia, on the North Atlantic Station, from 1879 until 
1881; the Dolphin from 1886 until 1889, and was secre- 
tary of the Lighthouse Board from 1894 until 1898. Dur- 
ing the Spanish War he was in command of the harbor- 
defense ram Katahdin of the northern partol squadron. 
While in command of the cruiser Boston in February, 
1899, he captured and held the city of Iloilo, Panay Isl- 
and, in the Philippines. In July, 1899, while in com- 
mand of the Oregon, he captured and held the city of 
Vigan, Luzon Island, and rescued 106 Spanish prisoners 
held by Filipinos. In 1901 he was on duty at the Ports- 
mouth, N.H., yard, and in 1903 he became commandant 
of the Philadelphia yard. He was placed in command 
of the Boston yard last June, and has now relinquished 
command and proceeded to his home. He would have 
retired for age in February, 1907. He became an ensign 
in November and master in December, 1866, lieutenant 
in 1868, lieutenant commander in 1869, commander in 
1885, captain in 1898, and rear admiral last year. 
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Capt. Thomas H. Stevens, U.S.N., who has been placed 
on the retired list from Feb. 11, with the rank of rear 
admiral, was born in Honolulu, being the son of the late 
tear Admiral Stevens, and was appointed to the Naval 
Academy in 1863. His first assignment was to the 
steamer Resaca of the Pacific fleet in 1868, and in the 
following year he was on duty on the Mohican, which 
went to Siberia for observation of the total eclipse of the 
sun. He also participated in a survey of the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec. In 1873 he commanded a company of 
sailors during the temporary occupation of Panama for 
the protection of American interests. Captain Stevens 
was navigator of the Mayflower at the time of the 
Spanish-American complications in 1873. He was on the 
flagship Franklin on the European station from 1874 
until 1876, and was on the Marion on the same station 
until 1877. He was the fleet signal officer of the Pacific 
station in 1881. From 1891 until 1893 he was on the 
Ranger, on duty in Bering Sea, and was on the York- 
town in Bering Sea, and the Asiatic station in 1894 and 
1895. Captain Stevens was assigned to the Cincinnati 
on the North Atlantic and European stations in 1896 and 
1897, and was on duty in Philadelphia in 1898. He 
commanded the gunboat Manila in 1900, and since De- 
cember, 1903, he has been on duty at the Pensacola yard. 
He was promoted master in 1870, lieutenant in 1874, 
lieutenant commander in 1896, commander in 1899, and 
captain last year, and received the advanced rank of rear 
admiral upon retirement.

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Manila despatches of Feb. 13 state that Lieut. James 
A. Mars, 2d U.S. Cav., and a detachment are vigorously 
pursuing Felizardo, the leader of the banded outlaws, who 
raided the town of San Francisco de Malabon, Province 
of Cavite, Jan. 24, and carried off the wife and children 
of ex-Governor Trias. The bandits demanded a ransom 
for the release of their captives, but payment was re- 
fused, whereupon the prisoners were set free. The out- 
laws have divided into small bands and taken to the 
mountains, but it is confidently predicted by those familiar 
with Lieutenant Mars that he will not abandon the 
pursuit until he has taken Felizardo into custody. Other 
detachments of regular troops are operating against the 
outlaws and it is already evident that all the hard work 
made necessary by the laxity of the civil authorities 
and the inefficiency of the Philippine Constabulary, will 
have to be performed by the Army and the Philippine 
Scouts. 
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At a recent meeting of the Baltimore Athletic Club 
there was a very interesting exhibition of jiu do, a re- 
finement of jiu jitsu, given by Professor Yamashita and 
Mr. Kitagaki, the latter having been nominated by 


the Imperial Japanese government to enter the U.S. 
Naval Academy as a student. One of the interesting 
features was the remarkable falls which Mr. Kitagaki 
sustained apparently without the least discomfort. It is 
one of the secrets of the art, and one which the Japan- 
ese student appears to have mastered. As he took the 
part of the attacker throughout the exhibition, each 
movement, always gone through quietly, for purposes 
of exhibition, resulted in his discomfiture and a fall to 
the mat. In jiu do there are ten degrees, the last six 
being of a heroic nature, any one of which would result 
in the death of an antagonist if sufficient force were 
applied. It is a development of jiu jitsu, and has been 
practised for 200 years. Professor Yamashita was put 
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to a marvelous test when a vaulting pole was placed 
across his throat as he lay on his back on the floor, the 
ends of the pole being then pressed down until they 
touched the floor. With these weights upon the muscles 
of his throat, the wrestler lay for a few moments breath- 
ing quietly; then, with a quick turn, without using his 
hands, he turned over, gave one twist to his body, and 
was free of the bar. The performer sprang to his feet 
smiling, amid the applause of everyone in the room.

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Referring to the bill, H. 18424, relating to the organi- 
zation and pay of the marine band, a correspondent 
writes a letter earnestly urging chat a more liberal pay 
allowance be made for the other bands in the Army and 
Navy. He declares that if the measure named becomes a 
law in its present form if will unjustly prevent 1,603 
bandsmen in the Army and 765 in the Navy from accept- 
ing outside engagements to play, and that as their fees 
for such work form a considerable part of their income, 
their service pay should be increased if their earnings 
from other sources are to be cut off. He makes no ob- 
jection to the pay given to musicians of the marine band 
—believes, in fact, that they fully deserve it—but he con- 
tends that the members of other service bands are also 
entitled to consideration and that either they should be 
permitted to accept outside engagements or their pay 
should be increased. He therefore proposes that the 
bands at the Military Academy and at the Naval Acad- 
emy be increased both in membership and pay and that 
the pay of members of other bands in the Army and Navy 
be readjusted on a more equitable basis than it has at 
present. There is considerable warrant for the complaint 
of our correspondent and it is the hope of the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL and, we believe, the desire of the military 
authorities, that the whole matter be readjusted in ac- 
cordance with the principle of fair play. 


Mr. Archibald S. Hurd, a competent English writer on 
naval subjects, whose work has frequently been men- 
tioned in these columns, in an interview with the London 
representative of the New York Herald, has offered some 
interesting remarks with reference to the redistribution 


of the British navy in its relation to the United States. 
He holds that the new British system “spells peace” for 
the reason that, in his opinion, ten years hence the Anglo- 
Saxon navies will dominate the seas, and by that time 
self-interest on both sides of the Atlantic may have led 
the United States and Great Britain into some sort of de- 
fensive alliance like that which now exists between Great 
Britain and Japan. ‘The American fleet,” he continues, 
‘will have wide duties, and if it is to perform them ef- 
ficiently in the East and in the West either it must be 
so large as to entail the expenditure of $250,000,000 a 
year and a drain of one hundred thousand officers and 
men from the American States, or it will have to seek 
assistance. I take it that the firmness of the United 
States in standing by the Monroe Doctrine in insisting 
upon the status quo in American waters also renders the 
West Indian possessions of Britain safe from seizure 
by any European power.” 
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Inasmuch as the reorganization of the British navy 
involves the closing of the naval college at Portsmouth, 
England, there is a strong sentiment in naval circles in 
favor of establishing a navy war college with the Ports- 
mouth buildings as its headquarters, It is a curious com- 


mentary upon the British naval establishment that it in- 
cludes no war college corresponding to the Navy War 
College of the United States, which has proved so useful 
in the technical training of officers ashore. This insti- 
tution, which has its counterpart in several of the navies 
of continental Europe, has become an established agency 
of American naval instruction, and its course of train- 
ing in the study of war problems insures a steady in- 
crease of efficiency on the part of student officers. The 
British navy already has a course of shore training for 
officers, but it lacks the breadth and thoroughness essen- 
tial to efficiency in command, and it is to supply that 
need that it is now proposed to establish a more compre- 
hensive system patterned after that of the Navy War 
College of the United States. In that institution and 
its methods the Admiralty will find a standard of naval 
training unsurpassed in the world, which if adopted, 
— fail to improve the effectiveness of the British 
fleet. 
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Noticing Captain Malone’s story, “Winning His Way 
to West Point,” the Buffalo Express says: “This story 
should be of especial interest to many Buffalonians who 
know the author, Capt. Paul B. Malone, formerly sta- 
tioned here and at Fort Niagara with his regiment, the 
redoubtable 13th Infantry, now an instructor at West 
Point.

The treachery of the natives, the jealousies and under- 
hand acts of some of the soldiers themselves, the detec- 
tion and hatred of cowardice, and above all the fine spirit 
of manliness and uprightness which mark the good soldier 
as well as the good citizen anywhere, are all excellently 
brought out. The book has the sort of fidelity to actual 
conditions which gives it a genuine value, apart from its 
keen and wholesome interest as a story.”

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Comdr. William F. Halsey, chairman of the executive 
committee of the Navy Athletic Association, has, in his 
official report, recommended the procuring of grounds on 
some Government reservation for the future contests be- 
tween West Point and Annapolis. It is thought that 
990,000 will erect sufficient stands and dressing rooms, 
and that this could be obtained by charging an admission 
fee to the first game. The athletic associations of the 
Army and Navy would then have about 15,000 tickets 
each to distribute, instead, of about 6,000, as at present. 
There is some opposition to this plan on the ground that 
it is better to keep the game free from even an appear- 
ance of money making, but it will probably be adopted as 
it is generally recognized that the present system does 
not yield a sufficient number of tickets to the officers of 
the two services who support athletics at the respective 
institutions.

The Chicago Examiner recently stated that a 
young man’s chances in the enlisted force of the Navy 
were very slim for promotion. In reply an officer of the 
Navy says that it is quite possible for a young man with 
sufficient ability and staying power to reach a commission 
nowadays. There are now in the Navy list nineteen line 
officers who were once apprentices or enlisted men, viz. : 
four commanders, two lieutenants, and thirteen ensigns, 
besides hundreds of chief warrant officers and warrant of- 
ficers.

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Collier’s Weekly of Feb. 2 publishes as the prize 
winner in its amateur photo contest a picture by Joseph 
Salzillo, U.S.N., of an exciting fire contest, a feature 
of the Christmas merrymaking of the crew of the U.S.S.

‘The resignation is regular in every respect 
and will be accepted. 
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CHANGE IN LINEAL RANK. 

The Secretary of War this week made an important 
ruling in regard to -the arrangement of certain lieu- 
tenants of the Army, aceording to their lineal rank. 
Several officers, who entered the Army as enlisted men, 
but. who had prior commissioned service in the Volunteers, 
have now been given credit for that service and the lineal 
lists of lieutenants have, accordingly, undergone a partial 
rearrangement. As a result of the decision of the Sec- 
retary of War, the War Department has issued the fol- 
lowing circular: 


War Department, Washington, Feb. 11, 1905. 

The Secretary of War having decided that the 2d lieu- 
tenants who, as enlisted men, entered the competitive 
examination provided for in Section 28 of the Act of 
Congress, approved Feb. 2, 1901, and secured appoint- 
ments from the Army to vacancies created by that act as 
the result of such competitive examination, are entitled 
to credit for prior commissioned service in fixing their 
relative rank in the Army, the lineal lists of 2d lieu- 
tenants of the line have been rearranged so that the 
names of the officers affected appear in relation to others, 
and with lineal numbers, as hereinafter indicated, those 
advanced on the lists by reason of this decision appearing 
in italics:

The question of crediting officers who were given com- 
missions from the ranks of the Army ‘with their prior 
commissioned service arose through the application of 
Lieut. William G. Meade. Under date of Jan. 20, Secre- 
tary Taft wrote the following self-explanatory decision in 
Lieutenant Meade’s case : 

“It appearing from the records of the Department and 
from the papers hereunto attached that William G. Meade 
was appointed a 2d lieutenant of Cavalry on July 3, 
1901, with rank from Feb. 2, 1901, to fill a vacancy 
created by the Act approved Feb. 3, 1901 (31 Stat. L., 
755), and that he was given rank in the Cavalry arm in 
accordance with his standing as determined by a com- 
petitive examination of enlisted men; it appearing also 
that the said Meade had served as a commissioned officer 
of volunteers subsequent to April 21, 1898, and that in 
determining his rank as aforesaid credit was not given 
him for such prior commissioned service, as required 
by Section 26 of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, to which under 
the terms of said section he appears to be lawfully en- 
titled, and it further appearing that his position on the 
list of 2d lieutenants of Cavalry is due to an erroneous 
computation of said prior service : 

“It is therefore ordered that the services rendered by 
the said William G. Meade as q commissioned officer of 
volunteers subsequent to April 21, 1898, be computed 
and credited to him, and that his name be placed on the 
lineal list of 2d lieutenants of Cavalry in accordance 
therewith.’

After this decision was given the Military Secretary 
called the attention of the Secretary of War to the fact 
that there were other cases quite similar to that of Lieu- 
tenant Meade. These special cases were referred to the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army, who gave the 
opinion which follows below: 


In his opinion Judge Advocate General Davis quotes 
the law applicable to the case which is Section 28, Act 
of Feb. 2, 1901 (31 Stat. L., 755). This adopts in part cer- 
tain conditions contained in the prior status of July 30, 
1892 (27 Stat. L., 365), regulating the promotion of meri- 
torious enlisted men. Continuing, General Davis says: 

Circular No. 7, A.G.O., of March 20, 1900, which was 
an executive interpretation of the Act of July 30, 1892, 
provides that: 

“Two years’ service in the Army within the meaning 
of the Act of Congress approved July 30, 1892, providing 
for the examination of enlisted men for promotion to 
the grade of 2d lieutenant, is held to include any kind 
of honorable service in the Army, regular or volunteer, 
as commissioned officer, enlisted man, or cadet at the 
U.S. Military Academy, whether continuous or not, pro- 
vided that at the time of his examination the competitor 
is an enlisted man in the Regular Army. (Decision Act. 
See. War, March 17, 1900—314900 A.G.O.)” 

The foregoing ruling was revoked by the Secretary 
of War in a subsequent decision, dated Dec. 1, 1902, in 
which it was held that: 

“A review of the statutes providing for the examination 
of enlisted men for promotion to the grade of 2d lieu- 
tenant has satisfied me that it was not the intent of 
Congress to include the attendance of a cadet at the U.S. 
Military Academy as any part of the two years’ service 
which is necessary to entitle an enlisted man to com- 
pete for promotion. I am of the opinion that the Act of 
July 30, 1892, in providing that soldiers who have served 
honorably not less than two years in the Army may 
compete for promotion, refers to enlisted services only. 
It was designed to benefit the rank and file of the Army 
and not the young men who for any cause have been 
dropped from their West Point classes before the end of 
the course. Accordingly, no enlisted man will hereafter 
be permitted to compete for promotion from the ranks 
except upon compliance with the statutory requirement 
of two years’ enlisted service. 

“The decision contained in Circular No. 7, from Head- 
quarters of the Army, Adjutant General's Office, dated 
March 20, 1900, was erroneous and is now revoked.” 

Published in Circular No. 55, A.G.O., Dec. 1, 1902. 

It will be noted that the Act of July 30, 1892, authorizes 
the President to prescribe a system of examination for 
enlisted men with a view to their advancement to the 
grade of 2d lieutenant, and that enactment clearly con- 
templates that, at the date when the examination is un- 
dertaken, beneficiaries under the statute shall occupy the 
status of enlisted men. In a subsequent clause, however, 
in which the conditions of the competition are prescribed, 
the language used is considerably broader and provides 
that competitors shall ‘‘have served honorably not less 
than two years in the Army.”’ The word Army as used 
in the statute is certainly much less restrictive as a term 
of description than the words enlisted men as used in the 
earlier clause, and was evidently regarded as including 
other forms of military service than that rendered under 
formal contracts of enlistment. This view is supported 
by the language used in the Acts of July 28, 1866 (14 
Stat. L., 333), and March 2, 1899 (30 Stat. L., 977), 
the “Army of the United States’ is declared to con- 
sist of certain officers, departments and organizations, 
membership in which might with great reason have been 
regarded as service in the Army within the meaning of 
the Act of July 30, 1892. 

Although the interpretation placed upon the Act of 


July 3, 1892, in Circular No. 7, above cited, is an ex- 
tensive one and was withdrawn in the construction which 
was subsequently placed upon that enactment in a de- 
cision rendered by the Secretary of War in December, 
1902, I am not prepared to say that it was not fully war- 


ranted in the language employed by Congress in giving 
effect to the legislative will in the matter of the ad- 
vancement of enlisted men. It should be borne in mind, 
however, in passing upon the correctness of the interpre- 
tation, that the underlying purpose of the Act of 1892 was 
to improve the condition, and advance the efficiency, 
of the enlisted men of the Army, by making it possible 
for them to secure promotion to the grade of commis- 
sioned officer; and was not intended to allow certain fag- 
ends of service, rendered at different times and in differ- 
ent organizations, to be counted with a view to facilitate 
appointments to office in the military establishment. 
Taking the statute and circular together, therefore, the 
executive interpretation would seem to have been that the 
soldier must have been an enlisted man at the time of 
his preliminary and final competitive examinations, but 
that in computing the service rendered, to complete the 
two-year period of service in the Army, which consti- 
tuted an essential condition precedent in the application 
of the statute to a particular case, service of the kinds 
specified in the circular might be credited. 

If the corresponding requirements of the Act of Feb. 2, 
191, be carefully examined, however, it will, I believe, 
clearly appear that the language used as descriptive of 
the classes upon which eligibility for appointment was in- 
tended to be conferred, is_perfectly clear and stands in 
no need of interpretation. The last clause of Section 28 
confers such eligibility to appointment upon enlisted 
men, provided they ‘“‘shall have served one year’’; but 
the words which furnished an occasion for the interpre- 


- tation of March 20, 1900, that such service must have been 


rendered in the Army, do not appear. The requirements 
of Section 28 as to the preliminary service required are 
explicit, and the language used in the terms of descrip- 
tion is free from-doubt and ambiguity. 

This will be apparent if the several clauses which con- 
stitute the section be construed together. It will then 
appear that at least three classes are made eligible to 
selection under the statute; they are: 

1. Persons not over forty years of age who shall have 
at any time served as volunteers subsequent to April 
21, 1898. It will be observed that the words used as 
descriptive of eligibility in this class are very general— 
persons * * who have served is a much broader term 
of description than either ‘‘commissioned officers’’ or 
“enlisted men,’’ and may reasonably’ be construed as 
bringing both classes within the operation of this clause 
of the statute. 

2. Enlisted men who “have served one year’’; 
clause has already been discussed. 

3. Persons not over forty years of age, who had no 
commissioned service, but had served as enlisted men less 
than one year in the regular or volunteer armies. These 
were clearly persons who have “served as volunteers 
subsequent to April 21, 1898,"" and they certainly come 
within the beneficial operation of the statute in so far as 
selection, examination, appointment, and subsequent ar- 
rangement in rank are concerned. Not having “prior 
commissioned service,’’ however, they would be arranged 
in rank below those who had such service: and not hav- 
ing served as enlisted men for one year, their rank could 
not be determined as the result of their relative stand- 
ing in the competitive examination; for that reason 
they would be given rank (and it seems to me correctly), 
after enlisted men who had served one year. 

Such an interpretation was, in fact, given to this clause 
in disposing of the cases of Lieutenants Kilbourne, 
Palmer, Bull, Talbot, Overton, Rothwell, and Cathro, of 
the Cavalry arm, all of whom had prior enlisted service 
in the regular or volunteer forces, but aggregating less 
than one year in each instance; and, in the final arrange- 
ment of their rank, they were placed below those who 
had prior commissioned service, and also below those 
who had one year of enlisted service. The interpreta- 
tion above suggested seems to have been’ substan- 
tially followed in the execution which was given to the 
section under discussion: that is, in applying its require- 
ments to the selection and examination of candidates, the 
entire enactment was considered as an organic whole. 

[Here follows a citation of legal decisions establishing 
the rules for interpreting statutes which is to bring sense 
out of the words used in the statute and not to bring 
sense into them.] ‘ 

In the case in reference, Congress had prescribed the 
conditions which should confer eligibility for appointment 
to vacancies created or caused by the Act of Feb. 2, 1901: 
the language used in the section of the act in which these 
conditions are set forth and described, is clear, and free 
from ambiguity. In this view of the case it is difficult to 
see why an interpretation of another and earlier statute, 
enacted for a different, though related purpose, should 
prevail over the plain requirements of Section 28 which, 
as has been seen, was susceptible of application to every 
case which could properly arise in its execution. 

The phrase in relation to an erroneous computation of 
prior service, as used in the accompanying decision of 
the Secretary of War, relates to the computation by 
which a certain period of service as an enlisted man was 
added to service rendered as a commissioned officer in 
the volunteer forces, subsequent to April 21, 1898. The 
Act of Feb. 2, 1901, in deseribing the service which shall 
entitle an enlisted man to appointment, was language 
which seems to admit of but one interpretation—that the 
service must have been rendered as an enlisted man and 
must have covered the period of one year: and enlisted 
men who had served less than one year were not 
eligible for appointment under the last clause of Section 
28: although, as has been seen, they were eligible under 
a preceding clause, being persons who had served in the 
volunteer army since April 21, 1898. In other words, ser- 
vice rendered as a commissioned officer was computed as 
enlisted service and, as a result, so much of the earlier 
clause _as required rank in the arm of service to which 
the officer was assigned to be determined by length of 
prior commissioned service, was not executed. 

If any principle in public administration is well and 
firmly established, it is that an incumbent of executive 
office is without authority to review or revise the acts 
of his predecessor. It was attempted to make this matter 
clear in an opinion regarding the replacing of medals of 
honor, under the authority conferred by the Act of 
April 23, 1904, which was rendered by this office on Sept. 
20, 194. In the very limited number of cases, however, 
in which such a review is permissible, it has been au- 
thoritatively held that, in the execution which is made 
the subject of review, there must have been error in com- 
putation and, where there has been such error, full and 
torrect execution can be subsequently given upon the re- 
view of the case by a successor. The line of demarca- 
tion which separates the cases in which revision is per- 
missible from those in whch it is not, is by no means 
clearly drawn, and it is conceded that the case under 
discussion falls very close to the line. In the memoran- 
dum hereto attached, it was recommended that the matter 
be submitted to Congress, with a view to obtain legis- 
lative authority for such revision in the standing of 
officers, in a case like that of Lieutenant Meade, as 
might be found, upon inquiry, to be reasonable and just; 
but. for the reasons hereinbefore stated, the case in ref- 
erence is believed to be one to which it would appear 
that an executive remedy can be applied. The rule in 
this regard is that stated by the Supreme Court in the 
case of the United States vs. the Bank of the Metropolis. 

It is proper to mention that the opinion of this office 
which is referred to, in the Memorandum of The Military 
Secretary, as one which did not receive the approval of 
the Secretary of War, was an informal reply to an in- 
quiry submitted by General Carter, as to whether one 
George C. Rockwell, who had served as an enlisted man 
from July 30, 1900, to Nov. 30, 1901, was eligible for ap- 
pointment under Section 28 as an enlisted man, not having 
had one years’ service on Feb. 2, 1901, the date of the ap-

proval of the General Reorganization Bill. To ‘this. it 
was replied that: 

“The last clause of Section 28 of the Act of Feb. 2, 
1901, is not as specific. as it might have been as. to the 
limitation of time within which the one year’s service 
as an enlisted man must have been rendered, or com- 
pleted, in order to entitle him to consideration with a 
view to examination and appointment. Taking the or- 
dinary meaning of the words used, the clause must be 
held to relate to enlisted men who had completed one 
years’ service prior to Feb. 2, upon which day rights 
created by the act are deemed to have accrued, and the 
statute is presumed to have been executed. f course, 
considerable time -is required for the selection and ex- 
amination of candidates with a view to their appoint- 
ment, and this is contemplated, and to a certain extent 
provided for, in the section under consideration; but the. 
original appointments, certainly in the Cavalry and In- 
fantry, will relate to the date of approval of the act. 
In this view of the case, I am of opinion that the en- 
listed man in whose behalf General Chaffee applies, not 
having completed his one year’s service prior to Feb. 2, 
1901, cannot receive an original appointment under the 
act approved as of that date.’’ 

The foregoing informal opinion certainly did not receive 
the sign manual of the Secretary of War, but it seems to 
have controlled in the appointment of Rockwell, who was 
arranged in rank below enlisted men who had one year’s 
enlisted service prior to Feb. 2, 1901. It is proper to re- 
mark that the adoption of Feb. 2, 1901, as the limiting 
date in computing both commissioned and enlisted ser- 
vice was that most fundamental and important considera- 
tion upon which the Department relied in determining 
the relative rank of appointees to all branches of the line 
under that enactment. 

It is therefore recommended that the decision,in the 
case of Lieutenant Meade be applied in that of Lieutenant 
Gardenhire. In view of the plenary power of Congress 
in respect to the rank of commissioned officers, it is sug- 
gested that, in the other cases referred to in the Mem- 
orandum of The Military Secretary, a legislative remedy 
be applied.

gressional relief. I differ with the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral in this matter with hesitation, but I am not able to 
follow him in the distinction he makes. The same order 
will be made in all these cases which was made in the 
case of Meade, and The Military Secretary will make 
the adjustment accordingly.

ON FILIPINO MARRIAGES. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In reference to the case of an officer of the Army re- 
cently tried by court-martial and dismissed for report- 
ing himself single while alleged to be married to a Fili- 
pino woman, and for other causes, it occurs to me to en- 
quire whether anyone who has seen service in the Philip- 
pines believes that a Filipino is any better than a China- 
man. Personally, I, who have been in the Philippines 


and China, and who have long resided in a city with a 
large Chinese population, do not hesitate to place the 
Chinaman above the Filipino, intellectually and morally. 
True it is, the majority of the Filipinos are reputed to 
be Christians; but Catholics themselves must admit that 
the Filipino catholicism is strongly tinged with supersti- 
tious and peculiar practices and that it does not deter 
them from the most revolting acts of savage cruelty, as 
the Army well knows. 

It is not perhaps generally known that in California 
it is unlawful for a Caucasian to contract marriage with 
a Mongolian. Granting or not the superiority of the 
Mongolian over the Filipino, the fact remains that they 
both belong to a colored race which we consider inferior 
to our own. This leads me to inquire why, if it be unlaw- 
ful to marry a Chinese, should it be not only lawful to 
marry a Filipino, but be unlawful to repudiate an unnat- 
ural, repulsive, temporary alliance with a cocoanut-oil- 
saturated betel-chewing Filipino female? 

It is a well known fact that in the Orient morality is 
of a different type from that elsewhere; and that tempor- 
ary unions are permissible in Japan, if not in other parts 
of the Far East as well. It is also a well-known fact 
that an army of Caucasian soldiers turned loose either 
in China, the Philippines, Cochinchina, India or Africa, 
or elsewhere among the colored races, will contract tem- 
porary unions, no matter how repulsive the ladies may 
be, as a palliative measure against nostalgia, if for no 
other cause. I cannot conceive that anyone should con- 
sider such unions as serious, holy or binding; they are 
merely incidental to the service. 

In the Philippines I knew of instances where Ameri- 
cans have gone through the form of a marriage where 
other means failed; I know of many instances where 
Spaniards have married Filipinos, only to raise a mon- 
grel dissatisfied progeny. But, as in the case of the 
squaw-man, I believe that rarely, if ever, the marriage of 
a white man to a squaw or to a Filipino, will elevate 
the woman to the level of her white sister; while it will 
invariably—slowly maybe—drag the white man down to 
the level of the native. ‘ . 

The Filipino women look upon such unions with fa- 
vor, and I have heard one, the wife of a Spanish doctor, 
say that it improved the race. For my part, I deplore 
such marriages, and at all times I have used my influ- 
ence against them. I believe that they are degrading to 
our people, humiliating to our own girls, and that they 
should be declared unlawful and be prohibited. 

The flesh is weak, especially in the tropics, and some 
of our officers may at times have succumbed to cocoanut- 
oil while stationed at isolated posts in the Philippine Isl- 
ands. And yet, however, indiscreet he may have been in 
the tropics, I trust that the day may never come when 
an American officer may be induced by fear of a court- 
martial to escort as a wife into one of our Army posts, a 
diminutive, brown-skinned, ill-odored rice-eater. It would 
be the rout of our Army girl. Quod avertat Deus! 
If, once for all, such unions be declared null and void, 
not only will our ears be saved from the danger of hear- 
ing recalled certain disagreeable incidents of life beyond 
the seas but, while Americanizing the Filipinos our A 
will be saved from the greater peril of being Filipi 
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NEW SCHEME FOR ARMY PROMOTION. 


The General Staff are considering a scheme of promo- 
tion suggested by Capt. Charles H. Muir, of the General 
Staff. Its character is shown by the following draft of 
a bill which accompanies it: 


An act to regulate promotion in the Regular Army. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives. of the United States in Congress assembled : 

1. That on the thirty-first day of May of each calen- 
dar year, subsequent to the passage of this act, the total 
number of vacancies in the Infantry, Cavalry and Artil- 
lery of the Regular Army shall be not less than the num- 
ber of cadets in the first class at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy, and that the number of vacancies, if not 
existing on the thirty-first day of May, shall be furnished 
as hereinafter provided. 

2. That field officers of Infantry, Cavalry and Artil- 
lery, of over thirty years’ service, may, by official appli- 
cation to the Secretary of War, have their names placed 
on a list which shall be known as the list of “Applicants 
for Voluntary Retirement,” and when on the thirty-first 
day of May of any calendar year the total number of va- 
cancies is less than that set forth in Section 1, of this 
act, the President may, in the order of rank of the appli- 
cants in each arm and excepting those to be retired under 
Section 3 of this act, place a sufficient number on the 
vetired list with the rank and retired pay of the next 
higher grade, the number selected from each arm being 
in pro;ortion to the total number, including vacancies, of 
commissions in such arm, as near as may be, to raise the 
total number of vacancies in the three arms to that set 
forth in Section 1 of this act. 

3. That should it be found on the thirty-first day of 
May of any calendar year that the number of retirements 
under Section 2 of this act is not sufficient to raise the 
total number of vacancies in the three arms to that set 
forth in Section 1 of this act the President shall place 
on the retired list a sufficient number of field officers of 
infantry, Cavalry, and Artillery, the number retired from 
each arm being such as to make the total number of va- 
cancies in each arm proportional to the total number, in- 
cluding vacancies, of commission in such arm, as near as 
may be, to raise the total number of vacancies in the 
three arms to that set forth in Section 1 of this act. 

4. That officers retired under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 3 of this act shall be selected by a board of five gen- 
eral officers, to be convened by order of the Secretary of 
War at such time as may be necessary, after examination 
of the medical and service records of all field officers of 
the Infantry, Cavalry and Artillery. Each member of 
saia board shall swear or affirm that he will, without 
prejudice or partiality and having in view solely the spe- 
cial fitness of officers and the efficiency of the military 
service, perform the duties imposed upon him under this 
act. The finding of the board shall be in writing signed 
by all the members, not less than four governing, and 
shall be transmitted to the President who shall place on 
the retired list the necessary number of officers in each 
arm, as set forth in Section 3 of this act, from the head 
of the list, prepared by the board, of the officers of that 
arm. 

Provided that officers retired under the provisions of 
this act shall be placed on the unlimited retired list of 
the Army. 

Provided further that all laws and parts of laws incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act are, to the extent 
of such inconsistency only, repealed. 

In his letter accompanying this bill Captain Muir says: 

“(a) It compels a higher standard of efficiency by 
climinating the least efficient. 

“(b) It puts into effect a process of promotion by 
elimination having many of the benefits of promotion by 
selection and less liable to arouse opposition through a 
charge of danger of political friendship. 

“(c) It insures a steady flow of promotion in the line 
of the Army; thus preventing the loss of a large number 
of experienced officers in a short time. 

“(d) It results in younger officers being habituated to 
command. 

“(ey It results in a larger number of officers on the re- 
tired list having been habituated to command, thus form- 
ing a more valuable reserve that can be called upon under 
existing law to meet an emergency. 

“(f) It equalizes promotion in the three arms in nor- 
mal times and.thus renders possible a choice of arm ac- 
cording to qualifications free from prospective advantages 
of promotion in the other arms. 

‘*(g) It allows any arm abnormal promotion to which 
it might be entitled by such unusual service as would re- 
sult in a great number of vacancies in that arm. 

“(h) It allows a limited number of vacancies to be 
provided for deserving non-commissioned officers and ci- 
vilians. 

“(i) It allows especially meritorious officers to be re- 
warded on retirement by an increase of one grade if not 
already rewarded by having been promoted to general of- 
ficers. 


Rear Admiral J. B. Coghlan, U.S.N., and Rear Admiral 
James Entwistle, U.S.N., were among the guests at the 
annu.i dinner of the Silk Association of America, at Del- 
monico’s, New York city, Feb. 11. Admiral Coghlan, in 
responding to the toast “Our Navy,” said in part: “Al- 
though it seems almost a sacrilege to say it, the ships of 
the Oregon class are so far behind those of the present 
day that they are not at all first-class vessels any longer. 
They lack the two great essentials of a first-class ship of 
the present day—speed to get through the water and en- 
durance, coal capacity. So, you see how quickly our 
present ships go out of existence, as it were. They can 
be rebuilt and modernized and made into very valuable 
ships, but they are no longer in the front rank. But 
we are building others to keep up the front rank and to 
increase it to a size that will insure peace. We of the 
Navy look upon the Navy simply as a matter of insur- 
ance for the country. At present our great defect in the 
Navy is lack of trained men and officers. Under recent 
laws we will have more officers in a few years, but at 
present we are down to the lowest notch. Men for the 
Navy cannot be improvised. It is a lamentable fact to- 
day that if we were engaged in war we have not abso- 
lutely enough trained men to man all the ships of the 
Navy,” 








The bill passed by the Senate (S. 5166), to increase 
the efficiency of the Ordnance Department was reported in 
the House Feb. 15 with the first section amended, to read 
as follows. The amendments are shown by the words 
printed in italics: ‘““That the Ordnance Department shall 
consist of one chief of ordnance, with the rank of briga- 
dier general; five colonels, eight lieutenant colonels, /if- 
tecn majors, twenty-six captains, twenty-sir first lieu- 
tenants, and the enlisted men, including ordnance ser- 


geants,. as now. authorized by law. Vacancies in the 
grades of colonel and lieutenant colonel shall hereafter 
be filled by promotion according to seniority, and the 
chief of ordnance shall be selected from the permanent 
officers of the corps for a period of four years.” ‘The bill 
will now go to conference. Sec. 2. That the vacancies 
occurring in the grades of captain and first lieutenant of 
ordnance shall be filled by detail from the Army at large, 
from the same grade or the grade below or four years, 
after which no officer shal! again be eligible for detail 
until he has served one year out of the department: Pro- 
vided, that officers shall be so detailed, subject to such 
examination as may be prescribed by the Secretary of 
War, and the vacancies thus created shall be filled as 
now provided for by law. Sec. 3. That vacancies oc- 
curring in the grade of major of ordnance, after promo- 
tion, as now prescribed by law, of all permanent officers 
now in the Ordnance Department, shall be filled by the 
appointment of officers of the grade next below, who shall 
have served by detail in the Ordnance Department, the 
selection to be made as the result of an examination, ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War.

Preliminary examinations of candidates for appoint- 
ment as assistant surgeons in the Army will be held on 
May 1 and Aug. 1, 1905, at points to be hereafter desig- 
nated. Permission to appear for examination can be ob- 


tained upon application to the Surgeon General, U.S. 
Army, Washington, D.C., from whom full information 
concerning the examination can be procured. The es- 
sential requirements to securing an invitation are that the 
applicant. shall be a citizen of the United States, between 
twenty-two and thirty years of age, a graduate of a med- 
ical school legally authorized to confer the degree of doc- 
tor of medicine, of good moral character and habits, and 
shall have had at least one year’s hospital training or its 
equivalent in practice. The examinations will be held 
concurrently throughout the country at points where 
boards can be convened. Due consideration will be given 
to the localities from which applications are received, in 
order to lessen the traveling expenses of applicants as 
much as possible, In order to perfect all necessary ar- 
rangements for the examinations of May 1, applications 
must be complete and in possession of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral on or before April 1, and for the examination of 
Aug. 1, on or before July 1. Early attention is therefore 
enjoined upon all intended applicants. There are at 
— twenty vacancies in the Medical Corps of the 
Army. 
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The War Department this week decided to establish 
three large recruiting stations where recruits for the 
three arms of the Service will be given a preliminary 
military training before being assigned to regiments. A 


general order providing for the establishment of these 
stations and for the courses of instruction to be given the 
recruits, will soon be promulgated. The stations will be 
at Columbus Barracks, at Jefferson Barracks and at Fort 
Slocum. ‘The one at Columbus Barracks will be devoted 
exclusively to Infantry recruits; the station or depot at 
Jeiferson Barracks to Cavalry recruits, and the depot at 
Fort Slocum to Infantry and Artillery recruits. It is in- 
tended that the course of instruction for recruits at these 
general depots will last for about a month and the men 
will then be assigned to regiments. It is the intention to 
have detachments of seasoned troops at these three depots 
to assist in the training of the recruits. Two companies 
of the Sth Infantry will be stationed at Columbus, one 
company of the 8th Infantry and a company of Artillery 
at Fort Slocum and the 9th Cavalry at Jefferson Bar- 
racks. Instructions for recruiting men to be sent to 
these stations and for their preliminary training are be 
ing mailed by the Military Secretary to the various di- 
vision and department commanders.

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We publish elsewhere the decision of the Wer Depart- 
ment concerning the re-arrangement of the lineal list of 
second lieutenants of the Army. It is accompanied by 
an interesting opinion from General Davis, J.A. General, 
on. the subject of the law governing credits for prior ser- 
vice. As the result of this action by the Secretary of 
War, 2d Lieut, W. C. Gardenhire, of the Cavalry, gains 
fifty-nine files, B. O, Davis seventy-six and William G. 
Meade, eighty-eight. The other Cavalry second lieu- 
tenants above Meade lose three files each. In the Ar- 
tillery 2d Lieut. W. K. Hamilton gains forty-six files, 
and all of the second lieutenants above him lose one file 
each. In the Infantry 2d Lieut. J. A. Marmon gains 
iwo files, Horatio Lawrance sixteen, G. K. Massee twen- 
ty-nine, and James L. Craig 111. All the lieutenants 
in the lineal list in the Register for January, 1905, down 
to and including McNamara, lose four files each, all be- 
low McNamara and down to W. R. Leonard three files 
each. This result is not one.calculated to promote hilarity 
among the officers affected,

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The arrangement of the terms in the Training School 
for Farriers and Horseshoers at Fort Riley, Kas., has 
been changed by the War Department. Under the new 
regulation there will be two terms yearly instead of 
three in every fifteen months. The course of instruction 
for officers in horseshoeing and hippology has made it 
necessary that the conveniences of the school should be 
used by them between Nov. 20 and Feb. 20. As the offi- 
cers now taking that course number forty-five, the time 
of the instructors, as well as the conveniences of the 
school, have been greatly taxed to meet the demands of 
both departments. With the terms of the Farriers’ and 
Horseshoers’ School covering a period from Feb. 15 to 
June 15, and from July 15 to Nov. 15, all this will be ob- 
viated. With fixed terms organization commanders can 
look ahead and place their applications for detail of men 
for the school on file and in this way keep their com- 
mands constantly supplied with trained men. ‘The di- 
rector of the school is constantly receiving inquir.es from 
organization commanders regarding the commencement 
of the terms.

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Secretary Taft now has before him a_ proposition 
looking to: the promotion to be brigadier generals next 
April upon the retirement of Brig. Gen. Francis Moore 
of several lieutenant colonels who served with credit dur- 
ing @he Civil War. The names of these officers cannot 
yet be learned, but there is good ground for the statement 
that such action is to be taken by the President. There 
are several candidates for the permanent appointment to 
fill General ‘Moore’s vacancy. The names of Col. Hugh 
L. Scott and Col... EK. H. Crowder have been mentioned, 
as well as other names of colonels who stand high in the 
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military service because of their exceptional ability. In 
connection with the possibility of Colonel Scott getting 
the vacancy rumor has it that he would then be among 
those likely to be selected to succeed General Mills as 
Superintendent of the Military Academy. The Chief of 
Staff will recommend, it is believed, that Genera! Mills’s 
successor be a general officer. Other names prominently 
mentioned to succeed General Mills at West Point are 
ove: Tasker H. Bliss, Thomas H. Barry and William 
. Carter. 
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The Judiciary Committee of the Senate has prepared 
a report in which it is held that there is no such thing 
as a “constructive” recess of Congress when one session 
runs into another as was the case when the extra ses- 
sion of the Fifty-eighth Congress terminated with the 
beginning in December of 1 of the first regular session 
of that Congress. It will be recalled that there were 169 
nominations sent to the Senate at the beginning of the 
extra session, which were not acted upon because of the 
controversy uver the confirmation of Gen. Leonard Wood 
to be a major general. The President held at the time 
that there was a ‘‘constructive” recess between the two 
sessions and gave all of these officers new commissions. 
Later the Senate confirmed these nominations. The re- 
port of the Judiciary Committee is to the effect that this 
action in re-appointing those officers was not warranted 
by law,.but as they have all now been confirmed this re- 
port cannot have any effect upon those nominations, but 
will, if adopted, obtain in the future. 
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The Secretary of War this week sent to the President 
the report of the special board of General Staff officers, 
of which Col. A. L. Wagner was chairman, appointed to 
consider the entire question of Artillery increase. We 
have already stated that this board reported unfavorably 
upon the suggestion that the Artillery be increased by 
the transfer to that arm of the Service regiments of Cav- 
alry or Infantry. But the board does think that the 
Coast Artillery should be increased and makes a recom- 
mendation to that effect. The report of the board, which 
is very voluminous, covering about forty typewritten 
pages, reviews the needs of the Artillery at great detail. 
It is expected that the President will read this report and 
that he will use its recommendations as a basis for a 
special recommendation which it is believed that he in- 
tends to make to Congress for Artillery increase at the 
beginning of the next session. 
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The President has approved the sentence of dismissal 
of Capt, David B. Mulliken, 27th Inf., who was recently 
tried by court-martial at Fort Sheridan, IIl., on charges 
of duplicating pay accounts, in volation of the 60th Ar- 
ticle of War, and conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman, in violation of the 61st Article of War, in offi- 
cially reporting to the War Department that he was not 
married when in fact he was married to a native Philip- 
pine woman at the time of making such reports. He was 
found guilty of both charges and the findings and sen- 
tence of the court were approved by Brigadier gsr 
Funston, commanding Department of the Lakes, 
confirmation of the sentence was recommended by the 
Judge Advocate General and the Chief of Staff.

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President Roosevelt on Feb. 16 received officers of 
the Army and Navy at the White House, Washington, 
D.C. This was the fourth and last levee of the season.

A special order prohibiting smoking at the U.S. Naval 
Academy was read at formation of midshipmen Feb, 12 
and posted on the order boards in the midshipmen’s 
quarters.

Since Midshipman Weller’s dismissal from the Academy 
over a score of midshipmen have been caught in their 
first offense and sent to the prison ship Santee.

Seven saloon keepers in the vicinity of Fort Hamilton, 
N.Y., have been arrested as the result of an investiga- 
tion made by secret service men in their efforts to find 
thousands of dollars’ worth of Government property 
which has been stolen from the Fort Hamilton reserva- 
tion.

They were married in Port- 
land, Me.. Feb. 14, 1855. Mrs. Howard’s maiden name 
was Elizabeth Ann Waite. She was the daughter of Al- 
exander B. and Leucretie S. Waite and was born Nov. 4, 
1832, at South Livermore, Me. From the early meeting 
of the young people a mutual attachment arose and after 
Miss Waite’s father was accidentally killed by a fall on 
one of his own ships, her engagement to young Howard 
was announced. Mr. Howard completed his course at 
college and about seven years later graduated from West 
loint, being immediately assigned to the ordnance depart- 
ment, spending several years at Troy, N.Y., and Au- 
gusta, Me. 

Mr. and Mrs. Howard were separated by the Seminole 
War in 1857. On his return from Florida the young 
couple lived at West Point, where Lieutenant Howard 
was instructor in mathematics, where their son James 
was born in 1860 and where Lieut. Howard resigned 
from the Regular Army to enter the Volunteer service for 
the Civil War in command for the first three years of 
the regiment from his native State. Much is known of 
his subsequent history and. his rise in rank until he 
reached the supreme command of an independent army. 

Leaving Washington in 1874, General Howard passed 
through three Indian campaigns. During all his event- 
ful career General Howard has been followed by his de- 
voted wife as closely as circumstances would permit. 

Since General Howard was retired, Nov. 8, 1894, he 
has been engaged in philanthropic work. He has made 
his residence in Burlington, Vt., and it is there that Mrs. 
Iloward remains while General Howard still goes and 
comes in the activities of his work. 

Five sons and two daughters have been born to Gen. 
and Mrs. Howard, and death has visited but one of the 
number, Lieut. Col. Guy Howard, who was killed in ac- 
tion in the Philippine Islands in 1899. The living chil- 
dren are Mrs. James T. Gray, of Portland, Ore.; Major 
James Howard, of Newark, N.J.; C. O. Howard, of 
Washington: Major John Howard, U.S.A.; H. S. How- 
ard, of Burlington, Vt., and Mrs. Joseph Bancroft, of 
Wilmington, Del.

The death of Sergt. Daniel Brown, retired, at Fort 
Assinniboine, Mont., on Jan. 18, marked the passing of 
one more of the old soldiers, dear to the hearts of officers 
of the old Army. His remains were laid away in the 
post cemetery with military honors, Jan. 20. Sergeant 
Brown enlisted in Troop I, 10th Cav., July 26, 1867, 
and was retired Sept. 7, 1897. He was appointed cor- 
poral Jan. 1, 1871, and sergeant Aug. 14, 1872. From 
the latter date until the date of his retirement he served 
as quartermaster sergeant of Troop I, 10th Cavalry. The 
parchment discharges among his effects contain such re- 
marks as “One of the best soldiers in the Army.” “His 
grave,” writes a correspondent, “is among the scenes of 
his service where he earned his rest. His spirit lives on 
in his regiment from which all his comrades must pass 
before his soldierly example ceases to be good.” 

A special cable despatch from Paris to the Prensa, of 
Buenos Ayres, says that Alphonse Chassepot, inventor of 
the famous rifle which bears his name, died Feb. 13, aged 
seventy-two years. He was the son of an armorer, of 
Mutzig, and followed his father’s trade, entering the 
French state factories and being transferred to Paris 
in 1858, where he soon became head of the establishment. 
He studied the Prussian rifle and perfected it, giving his 
name to the new weapon, which was first used in Italy 
against the Garibaldians. It has since been abandoned 
for a more perfect style of rifle. Chassepot received the 
cross of the Legion of Honor in 1866. 

George .P. Craighill, brother of Brig. Gen. William 
P. Craighill, U.S.A., retired, who died at his home in 
Lynchburg, Va., on Feb. 9, of pneumonia, aged fifty-four 
was an officer of the Episcopal Church and a member of 
the standing committee of the Diocese of Southern Vir- 
ginia. 

Col. Allen G. Brady, a Civil War veteran who served 
as lieutenant colonel of the Connecticut Volunteers, 
captain and major of the 3d Connecticut, major of the 
Veteran Reserved Corps, died Feb. 12 at Fayetteville, 
N.C., aged eighty-three years. His body was buried at 


his former home in Torrington, Conn. He received the 
brevet of colonel for gallant and meritorious services dur- 
ing the war, and on July 28, 1866, was appointed a first 
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lieutenant in the 43d U.S. Infantry, serving until his 
commission expired March 4, 1867. 

Capt. Francis M. Schreiner, U.S.A., retired, died at 
Asheville, N.C., Feb. 10, of tuberculosis, after a long 
illness. Captain Schreiner was a native of the District 
of Columbia. He was appointed captain and quarter- 
master of volunteers May 12, 1898, and major and 
quartermaster in November of the same year. He was 
appointed captain and quartermaster in the Regular 
Service Feb. 2, 1901, and was retired April 25, 1903, for 
disability in the line of duty. 

Col. Thomas Y. Field, U.S.M.C., retired, a gallant 
veteran of the Mexican and Civil Wars, and one of the 
oldest officers in the Service, died in Philadelphia, Pa., 
Feb. 12. He was born in Pennsylvania and was com- 
missioned 2d lieutenant March 3, 1847, serving with the 
Army in Mexico during the war, and was breveted 1st 
lieutenant for gallant and meritorious conduct. His 
long service included duty on the frigate Raritan, Pacific 
Squadron, 1850-3; at Marine Barracks, Philadelphia, 
1854-5; promoted to Ist lieutenant Oct. 15, 1854; on the 
sloop Constellation, Mediterranean Squadron, 1854-5; 
at the Marine Barracks, Charlestown, Mass., 1856-7; on 
the sloop St. Mary’s, Pacific Squadron, 1858-9; steam 
sloop Saranac, Pacific Squadron, 1861. He was com- 
missioned -captain May 30, 1861; was at the Marine 
Barracks, Philadelphia, 1862-3; Marine Barracks, Gos- 
port, Va., 1864; commissioned major June 10, 1864; at 
the Marine Barracks, Navy Yard, Washington, D.C., 
1865; Marine Barracks, Philadelphia, 1866-7; Marine 
Barracks, Gosport, Va., 1868-9; Recruiting Rendezvous, 
Philadelphia, 1870-4; Marine Barracks, Portsmouth, 
N.H., 1875-8; commissioned lieutenant-colonel, Nov. 1, 
1876; at the Marine Barracks, League Island, Pa., 
1878-9; Marine Barracks, Brooklyn, 1879. Commis- 
sioned colonel April 18, 1880; at the Marine Barracks, 
Portsmouth, N.H., 1880-1; Marine Barracks, League 
Island, Pa., 1881-6; Marine Barracks, Norfolk, Va., 
1886-8; Marine Barracks, League Island, Pa., 1889. He 
was retired Aug. 17, 1889. The funeral services were 
held Feb. 15, the Rev. William A. Patton, of the Wayne 
Presbyterian Church, officiating, and respecting the well 
known modesty of the dead man, speaking but a few 
sentences concerning his deeds of valor. With the regu- 
lation guard of honor the ‘cortege proceeded to the 
cemetery, where Capt. Smedley Darlington Butler, 
U.S.M.C., in command of an entire battalion of marines 
from League Island, accompanied the remains. Among 
the honorary pall-bearers were: Brig. Gen. James Forney, 
U.S.M.C.; Capt. G. C. Goodloe, U.S.M.C.; Capt. N. E. 
Niles, U.S.N.; Capt. J. L. Hannum, U.S.N.; Medical 
Director Edward Shippen, U.S.N.; Chief Engr. Jackson 
McElmell, U.S.N. The casket was covered with floral 
designs, but the place of honor was given to the leather 
hat with its metal chin strap and bristling red pompon 
and the ivory handled sword, of the style of ’49. Rev. 
Dr. Patton said a brief prayer, and after several volleys 
from the firing squad, a bugler blew “Taps.” Colonel 
Iield was a war member of the Union League, a member 
of the G.A.R., the Aztec Club, 1847; Sons of the Revolu- 
tion, Military Order of Foreign Wars and Knights 
Templar. He is survived by two daughters and two 
Sons, 

The death of Gen. Lew Wallace at his home in Craw- 
fordsville, Ind., on Feb. 15, marks the close of a career 
whieh is unique in the annals of American character 
and achievement, for in the course of his long and 
busy life of seventy-eight years it was his rare good 
fortune to achieve distinction not only as a soldier, but 
as lawyer, statesman, diplomat and author. He was a 
lieutenant of volunteers in the war with Mexico, a 
colonel, and afterwards a major general of volunteers in 
the Civil War. He was a member of the court that 
tried the assassins of Lincoln and also of the tribunal 
which convicted Wirz, the keeper of the Confederate 
prison at Andersonville. He represented the Govern- 
ment in the negotiations for the surrender of the Con- 
federate forces in Texas, and for frustrating the designs 
of France on Mexico. He was for three years Governor 
of the Territory of New Mexico and United States 
Minister to Turkey for a similar period. He enjoyed the 
personal friendship of seven Presidents, and was on 
familiar terms with many of the most distinguished men 
of the world. His writings, chiefly of a semi-religious 
character, have been translated into almost every known 
language, and it is estimated that his masterpiece, “Ben 
Hur,” has been read by more than 40,000,000 persons. 
His final literary work was the writing of his memoirs, 
on which he labored almost up to the day of his death, 
bringing them down to the conclusion of the Civil War. 

Capt. George H. Evans, U.S.A., retired, died at Pitts- 
burg, Pa., Feb. 1%, at the home of his brother, Robert 
L. Evans, 226 Ophelia street. Captain Evans was ap- 
pointed a cadet from Pennsylvania, his native State, 
Sept. 1, 1868, and was promoted second lieutenant and 
assigned to the 10th Cavalry June 14, 1872, and was im- 
mediately sent to the scene of Indian uprisings in Texas. 
In 1881 he was promoted to a first lieutenancy and in 
1892 was made a captain. After an engagement in New 
Mexico, during which he rescued several women and 
children from a band of Comanches, he was sent to 
Pittsburg, where he had charge of the recruiting sta- 
tion at the opening of the Spanish-American War. He 
served under the late Gen. Guy V. Henry until retired 
for disability, March 11, 1898, and received honorable 
mention on account of his ability as an engineer, having 
conducted many important surveys in the southwest. 
Captain Evans was unmarried and is survived by three 
brothers, Prof. Edward T. Evans, principal of the Tenth 
and Eleventh ward schools, Allegheny; F. W. Evans of 
Grandview avenue, and Robert L. Evans of Oakland. 

Friends of Major Frank D. Garretty, U.S.A., retired, 
express deep sympathy for him over the loss of his 
daughter, Kate Garretty, who died at Chicago, Ill., Feb. 
8. The funeral services were held on the morning of 
Feb, 10 at the home of her sister, Mrs. G. M. Fisher, 
298 Duke street, St. Paul, Minn., and services were 
held at St. James’s church at 10 o’clock. Miss Garretty 
died while she was visiting in Chicago. She had lived 
with her father during thirty years of his service at 
various Army posts in North Dakota, Montana and 
Wyoming. Her father, since his retirement in 1893, has 
lived with his married daughter in St. Paul, Minn. In- 
terment took place in Calvary cemetery. 
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A relic of the Civil War has just been presented to 
the Massachusetts Senate in the shape of the staff head- 
quarters flag of Gen. U. S. Grant. The flag was pre- 
sented to Col. Amos Webster, of Massachusetts, by Gen- 
eral Grant, when the former was a member of Grant’s 
staff during his campaign about Richmond, after Lee’s 
surrender at Appomatox. Colonel Webster presented it 
to the Senate.

Cook, general prisoner, was found guilty by a G.C.M. at 
the Presidio of San Francisco, Cal., of fraudulent enlist- 
ment, desertion, and of assaulting a sentinel and making 
his escape. He was sentenced to be dishonorably dis- 
charged, forfeiting all pay and allowances, and to be con- 
fined at hard labor for the period of fifteen years. Gen- 
eral Moore in reviewing the proceedings said: ‘‘The sen- 
tence in the foregoing case was approved Jan. 6, 19065. 
One previous conviction by general court-martial intro- 
duced in evidence was inadmissible, the conviction not 
having been had during the current enlistment. Article 
Ill., Par. 5, of the Executive Order establishing limits 
of punishment is modified by the first sentence of Arti- 
cle IIl., Par. 1. The record fails to show a ground for 
the imposition of so severe a sentence. The period of 
confinement is therefore reduced to five years. The sen- 
tence as thus modified will be duly executed.”’ 

Pvt. Robert Brady, 7th Co., C.A., was tried by general 
court martial at Fort Barrancas, Fla., charged with 
negligently suffering a prisoner to escape, and acquitted. 
General Barry, commanding the Department of the Gulf, 
in reviewing the proceedings, says: ‘The accused was 
placed in charge of four prisoners one evening after dark, 
and sent with them to the dock where a steamboat was 
to be unloaded by a party of twenty-five men, all in 
fatigue clothing, eight of them being prisoners under two 
sentries and the rest an old guard fatigue party, with 
three teams, teamsters, etc. Prisoners and fatigue party 
all worked together, carrying freight from boat to dock, 
and could not be told apart in the light of the one lamp 
upon the dock. The responsibility for the escape of one 
of the eight prisoners seems to rest upon the authorities 
at Fort Barrancas who allowed a system of handling 
prisoners to grow up, which, as one witness expressed it, 
‘required work of prisoners at the wharf that would 
necessarily take them out of sight of the sentry, provided 
he was attempting to guard’ more than one person at a 
time.’’’ The acquittal is approved and Private Brady will 
be returned to duty.’ ‘

It is 
necessary to be assembled at the time and place and in 
the formation prescribed, and to march (the band play- 
ing in cadence of 120 steps per minute) with the column 
constantly closed to the smallest practicable distances; 
this because the President will have not more than about 
left in which to review and 
clearly to see, which he heartily desires to do, all par- 
ticipants. All in authority throughout the column are 
directed to promptly remedy violations of it whenever 
pointed out by staff officers of the Grand Marshal de- 
tailed along the line of march to accomplish compliance 
with the rule. In case but a single company from a 
State is coming, it would be best not to incur the ex- 
pense of a band. Ample military music in the column 
of march is already assured, and even were it otherwise, 
a deficiency of bands is much to be preferred to an ex- 
cess.

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THE MARRIAGE QUESTION IN THE ARMY. 


Major General Corbin’s remarks, in his last report as 
commander of the Atlantic Division, upon the impru- 
dence of early marriage for young officers of the Army 
who have no other income than their service pay, brought 
up in these columns a highly interesting discussion of the 
whole subject—a discussion which proved instructive and 
entertaining, not only to the participants themselves, but 
to our readers in general, General Corbin came in for 
sundry raps more or less severe, all of which he took in 
the best of humor, because of the mistaken notion that 
he favored some plan whereby a young officer should be 
denied the privilege of marrying until he had first con- 
vinced the military authorities that he was possessed of 
sufficient means to support a wife and family in a man- 
ner becoming his position. Then after it was made per- 
fectly clear that the General never contemplated a plan 
so fanciful and arbitrary, which it would be ridiculous to 
attempt to enforce in a country like ours, a good natured 
interchange of views followed, in which all sides of the 
question were forcibly presented. It probably was not 
expected by anybody that the matter would be definitely 
settled one way or the other. That was, in the very na- 
ture of the case, impossible. The marriage problem is 
one which American young women and men justly re- 
serve the right to settle for themselves in their own way, 
at their own time and without much regard for theory 
or precedent. Their right of independent action in that 
matter is inviolate, and woe of innumerable varieties 
awaits the man or the government that attempts to de- 
stroy it. 

The discussion which General Corbin’s expressions in- 
vited appears to have ended, but the conditions which 
the General had in mind when he wrote his report are un- 
fortunately still a matter of deep concern to many officers 
of the Army. We mean by this—and there is no viola- 
tion of confidence in saying—that there are in the Ser- 
vice to-day young officers, sober, frugal and thoroughly 
honest who, having no sources of means other than their 
pay, find it virtually impossible to support themselves 
and their wives and children without running into debt. 
Sickness, change of station and the required outlay for 
uniform impose additional burdens upon the young lieu- 
tenant or captain which his pay is scarcely able to bear. 
Thus beset, he too often yields to the temptation to bor- 
row money at usurious rates of interest or to resort to 
even more desperate expedients to raise funds for his 
pressing needs. When he adopts either course, when he 
is confronted with a demand for the payment of a debt 
which he cannot meet, his peace of mind is destreyed and 
his efficiency as an officer almost invariably suffers in 
consequence. There is no excuse for a man who, in order 
to indulge his own extravagance, borrows money which 
he knows he cannot pay and does not intend to pay. For 
such there should be no room in the Army. Nor should 
there be any tolerance for those who duplicate their pay 
accounts, knowing, as they do, that the transaction is a 
crime. Such cases, happily, are the rare exceptions, the 
fact being that in no body of equal numerical strength 
representing any other profession or vocation is there a 
higher general standard of business integrity than exists 
among the officers of the Army. The young married offi- 
cer without other means than his pay who, because of ill- 
ness, accident or a change of station, involving extensive 
transportation for his family and household belongings, 
borrows money to meet his additional expenses and finds 
himself unable to repay it when due, is and should be 
an object of the keenest sympathy. If he is an honorable 
man—and nine times out of ten he is—there is no torture 
for him so acute as the consciousness of an obligation 
which he cannot fulfil. It will do no good to remind him 
that he should not have married until he was better pre- 
pared to support a family. What he needs is not a lec- 
ture upon the folly of marrying with love as his sole 
asset, but the sympathy, forbearance and the brotherly 
counsel of his superior officer, together with a measure of 
substantial, practical consideration from the Government, 
We are aware of specific cases of the class just de- 
scribed, the facts in which are really pathetic. For ex- 
ample: An officer stationed in the Philippines had with 
him his wife and several children, one of whom was taken 
so ill that it became necessary to send her back to the 
United States. To provide ‘for the needs of the child 
and the other members of his family, this officer bor- 
rowed money which he could not repay when due, al- 
though he had repaid a large portion of it and offered 
to continue payment in regular monthly installments. He 
is sober and not addicted to gambling, yet his creditors 
asked the military authorities to compel him to make full 
and immediate payment—a thing which was actually im- 
possible. ‘Take another case: An officer, also stationed 
in the Philippines, who, according to his commanding of- 
ficer, is not dissipated nor given to extravagance or gam- 
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could not meet when it fell due. When his regiment was 
ordered to the United States he got a transfer to another 
regiment stationed in the islands in order that he might 
remain there until his debts were paid. But his creditors 
were dissatisfied with his rate of payment and requested 
the assistance of the military authorities in forcing a 
more prompt settlement of their claims. The officer con- 
cerned in this case received the highest percentage in the 
second year’s course at one of the garrison schools for 
officers, he has exercised command with credit, his char- 
acter is excellent and he is considered “‘a desirable officer” 
by his superior who expresses the belief that he will en- 
deavor to meet his obligations. The debtor in this in- 
stance frankly acknowledges that his financial embar- 
rassment is the result of a misunderstanding of his re- 
sponsibilities during the first year of service—but surely 
that does not constitute a crime. Nor does it warrant 
the demand of his creditors for official assistance in an 
attempt to compel him to pay more promptly than he can. 

The two cases described are mentioned merely as il- 
lustrations. There are others of similar character in the 
Army, the principals in which, through no particular 
fault of their own, but because of illness or other mis- 
fortune or on account of the increased expense due to 
frequent changes of station, have contracted indebtedness 
which they cannot cancel as rapidly as they had agreed. 
These officers, we repeat, deserve the keenest sympathy 
and the utmost forbearance wherever it appears that 
they are doing their best to discharge their obligations. 
For the benefit of officers who have families and are with- 
out other means than their pay it has been suggested that 
quarters might be established at permanent posts of the 
Army in the United States for the use of families of of- 
ficers who are absent on foreign service. The plan is 
worthy of serious consideration. Its adoption would 
probably enable many an officer to provide a larger de- 
gree of comfort from his Army pay for those dependent 
upon him than he can under present conditions. 
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A FRIENDLY CRITIC’S OPINION OF OUR NAVY. 


Sir William White, former Director of Naval Con- 
struction of the British navy, who paid a visit to the 
United States last year, is using the information he ac- 
quired during his sojourn as material for a series of 
highly interesting articles on the development of the 
American Navy. In these articles, which are published 
in the London Times, Sir William shows that he not only 
possesses a thorough knowledge of the history of our na- 
val establishment, but that he made the most of his op- 
portunities for observation during his recent visit to 
these shores. He was a specially welcome visitor, partly 
because of his distinction as a naval constructor, partly 
because of his sympathetic interest in the growth of the 
United States Navy and partly because of the fact that 
several American Navy officers of commanding ability, 
including our present Chief Constructor Capps, were for- 
merly students under his instruction in England. For 
these and other reasons Sir William enjoyed exceptional 
facilities for a comprehensive study of our naval policy 
and the results which it has produced, and the conclu- 
sions to which he was led are clearly set forth in the ar- 
ticles to which we have alluded. 

Sir William is deeply impressed with the breadth and 
palanee of the American program of naval construction. 
IIe points out that this program is considerably greater 
in scope and required outlay than that of either France 
or Germany and but slightly inferior to that of Great 
sritain. ‘This fact recalls the prediction made more than 
a year ago by Hon. Thomas Brassey, that unless sub- 
stantially aided by her colonies, England cannot in the 
long run compete against American wealth and enter- 
prise for the domination of the sea. And while the trans- 
fer of supremacy, if it ever takes place, is still remote, 
there is a growing feeling in England that it could be 
made to no other power quite so gracefully as to the 
United States. f 

In the. matter of ship construction Sir William notes 
with great interest the total abandonment of hydraulic 
power in American warships of the newer types and the 
substitution of electricity in place of it. He approves 
of the change in that it insures more complete control 
and greater rapidity in the working of heavy guns and 
ammunition hoists. On the other hand, having in mind 
the accidents on the Iowa and the Missouri, he questions 
whether rapidity of fire can be maintained, under our 
present system of ordnance supply, in actual battle, and 
he fancies that when some of eur large ships now build- 
ing are otherwise ready to be placed in commission they 
will be delayed by lack of guns. He finds one defect in 
our general military policy in the fact that we have no 
joint ordnance department, hence no common control of 
gun design and no interchangeability of ammunition for 
Army and Navy ordnance. Yet Sir William is so im- 
pressed with the organization, equipment and product of 
the Naval Gun Factory at Washington that he ventures 
the opinion that many officers of the British navy would 
heartily approve the creation of a separate naval ord- 
nance. foundry in England. 

Speaking of the increased cost of warship construc- 
tion by the United States Government as compared with 
work performed by private builders, Sir William White 
believes that the proved ability of the Construction 
Corps to turn out a first-class battleship like the Con- 
necticut from a Government yard, will serve as a whole- 
some check against extravagant demands from contrac- 
tors, The latter, he points out, have an advantage in 
that they require at least nine hours’ labor a day. from 
their employees, while the Government workmen have 





an eight-hour day, and to this advantage must be added 
the further one that Government employees enjoy twenty- 
two holidays with full pay every year, whereas workmen 
in private yards have less than half that number—these 
conditions all tending to increase the cost of Government 
construction. 

'The policy of our Navy General Board commands Sir 
William’s cordial approval. He recognizes the difficul- 
ties which it has encountered in providing the needful 
increase in the personnel, but is convinced that its plans 
are well-considered and will produce the desired results 
if properly supported and not needlessly interfered with 
by civilian influences. Sir William’s investigation of ow 
naval purpose and methods was the most thorough that 
has ever been made by a foreign visitor and enough has 
been said to show that he saw clearly and that he has 
expressed his conclusions frankly and fearlessly, yet in 
the spirit of unfailing friendship. 
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Some interesting gossip as to Congressional senti- 
ment regarding the Philippines is given in the Washing- 
ton correspondence of the New York Evening Post. Vari- 
ous members, all of whose names are withheld, are 
quoted as being “sick of the Philippines,” declaring that 
we should never have taken possession of the islands, 
that their retention is a costly mistake, that we shall 
never be able to adapt their inhabitants to American 
ideas and that the whole trouble might have been avoided 
if the order to Dewey, “You will proceed to Manila and 
destroy the enemy’s fleet,” had been supplemented with, 
“and return immediately to Hong Kong.” It is further 
stated that Congress “would snap at an opportunity to 
let go” of the islands, that we have no business there 
and that all hands are apparently waiting ‘for some 
chance or condition that will extricate us from “the 
scrape we got into through ignorance and the flam- 
boyant national spirit created by the war with Spain.” 
The reader may believe as much or as little of this talk 
as he pleases, but in view of its mugwump “‘anti-im- 
perialist” origin, the whole story will be subjected to a 

‘heavy discount by intelligent observers. It contains one 
statement, however, which is significant, and that is 
that the proposal to give immediate independence to the 
Philippines meets with absolutely no favor among the 
more courageous members of Congress. Still more in- 
teresting, because of the broad and comprehensive ignor- 
ance which it denotes, is the suggestion that Dewey 
should have been ordered to return to Hong Kong im- 
mediately after destroying the Spanish fleet at Manila. 
What would have been the effect of such a proceeding? 
In the first place it would have placed Manila with its 
Spanish and other foreign inhabitants at the mercy of 
the insurgent Filipinos, who were hungry for massacre. 
In the next place it would have brought about an im- 
mediate clash between the United States and Great 
Britain. When Dewey left Hong Kong it was at the 
order of the British authorities, who notified him that his 
presence there after the expiration of forty-eight hours 
would be regarded as a breach of neutrality. There 
wasn’t a port open to him in the Orient, and if he had 
left Manila after disposing of the Spanish fleet he would 
have been 5,000 miles from a base or a coaling station. Tv 
turn the city over to the insurgents after destroying the 
power of Spain would have been an act of the basest 
treachery, and the world have so regarded it. If the timid 
souls who so tearfully regret that we ever got into the 
Philippines will propose some way in which we can hon- 
orably get out they will be far more deserving of public 
attention. American centrol of the Philippines is an ac- 
complished fact, no matter whether it pleases us or not. 
And even if it were generally agreed that we should with- 
draw—which is not a fact by any means—it is still true 
that nobody has proposed a plan whereby we can do so 
with honor and with established security for native and 
American interests. That problem is safficiently large 
to challenge the ablest intellects of the “anti-imperialist” 
contingent. 
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So busy has the North Atlantic Fleet in the Caribbean 
been for several wéeks with the evolutions and maneuvers 
designed to thoroughly test the signal book now used in 
the Navy, that it is probable the search problem will be 
omitted this year. Rear Admiral Barker, commander-in- 
chief, was instructed to start at the beginning of the sig- 
nal book and go straight through it, or at least through 
so much of it as time would permit. Private advices re- 
cently received from the fleet state that the ships have 
been making night torpedo attacks, fleet and squadron 
evolutions and constant torpedo practice, as well as ex- 
periments with wireless telegraphy. The results are said 
to have been satisfactory in the main, but Admiral Bar- 
ker in his report will probably have many changes to rec- 
ommend in the signal book. If the changes are of sufli- 
cient number to warrant it, the Navy may be given a 
thoroughly revised book. Preparations have already be- 
gun for the target practice in Florida water after comple- 
tion of the maneuvers in March. By the time the first of 
the ships arrive there the floating targets will have been 
constructed and the inspectors of target practice will be 
on hand to render whatever assistance they can, as weli 
as to observe the practice. This will constitute the an- 
nual record target practice, and when all the records are 
in the announcement will be made of the ships making 
the best records. It is said that the new blowers for the 
guns will not be aboard the battleships for this target 
practice. The improvised blowers with which the large 





ships are fitted are operated by the compressed air used 


for firing the torpedoes and the pressure is unnecessarily 
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strong. When the ships next come northward "to ‘the 
navy yards they will be fitted with the new blowers. 
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The President has sent to Congress a letter in regard 
to the efforts being made to recover the body of John 
Paul Jones, which it is now well established were bur- 
ied on July 20, 1792, in the now abandoned ceme- 
tery of St. Louis in the city of Paris. The American 
ambassador in Paris (Gen. Horace Porter), after pro- 
longed negotiations with the present holders of the 
property, has secured permission to dig wherever neces- 
sary, during a period of three months, for the purpose of 
locating the body and the leaden éoffin in which it was 
buried. Compensation must be made for all damage done, 
and this with the cost of excavation it is estimated will 
amount to $35,000, possibly less. The President urges 
that this sum be appropriated to carry on the work. 
He says in his letter: “The great interest which our 
people feel in the story of Paul Jones's life, the national 
sense of gratitude for the great service done by him to- 
ward the achievement of independence, and the sentiment 
of mingled distress and regret felt because the body of 
one of our greatest heroes lies, forgotten, and unmarked 
in foreign soil lead me to approve the ambassador’s sug- 
gestion that Congress should take advantage of this un- 
expected opportunity to do proper honor to the memory 
of Paul Jones. In addition to the foregoing recom- 
mendation I urge that Congress emphasize the value 
set by our people upon the achievements of the naval 
commanders in our war of independence by providing 
for the erection of appropriate monuments to the mem- 
ory of two, at least, of those who now lie in undistin- 
guished graves, John Paul Jones and John Barry. These 
two men hold unique positions in the history of the birth 
of our Navy. Their services were of the highest mo- 
ment to the young Republic in the days when it remained 
to be determined whether or not she should win out in 
her struggle for independence. It is eminently fitting 
that these services should now be commemorated in suit- 
able manner.” 
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In the Senate Mr. Morgan has presented what he 
describes as “a very able paper on the law governing 
military reservations, prepared by J. A. General Davis,” 
and asked that it be printed in consideration of possible 
legislation on the Panama canal. General Davis’s letter 
well deserves the designation applied to it by Senator 
Morgan. It is an exceedingly clear and complete state- 
ment of the legal status of tracts of land which have 
been procured or set apart by the United States for mili- 
tary purposes, and which are kndéwn to the courts and 
in executive practice as “Military Reservations.” LInci- 
dentally it throws much light upon the subject of the re- 
lations of the Federal to the State Governments: when 
both have jurisdiction over the same territory. At the 
end of General Davis’s letter appears the instructive 
statement that ‘‘what is known as military governmént 
differs but slightly from the ordinary administration of’ 
governmental affairs in which the maintenance of public 
order is secured by the civil officers and agencies which 
are provided for that purpose.” As General Davis thinks 
clearly he writes clearly, and it is a pleasure to read 
his official documents, 





Speaking of the amendment to the Army bill forbidding 
any retired officer above the grade of major from receiy- 
ing active duty pay when detailed for duty -with the 
militia, a correspondent says: “I think Mr. Hull and 
his confreres are ill-advised or do not realize the effect 
of their action, but suppose it too late to convince them 
of the fact. ‘There are many of those above the rank of 
major who are not fitted to enter into the ranks of 
mercantile pursuits at their time of life, but who are still 
vigorous of mind and body, so that they would be glad 
of some employment that would help out their meager 
salaries. They would be of more benefit to the United 
States in the lines suggested than younger men or than 
even they were years ago; and they would relieve young 
officers for service with their companies and colors. when 
they are now very much needed. It is very questionable 
whether the junior officers can be obtained in sufficient 
number. The long service, judgment and experience of 
those older and higher ranking officers is more than an 
equivalent for the extra pay.” 
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Several statements have appeared recently reflecting on 
the accuracy of figures published in this paper, to the ef- 
fect that the desertions in the North Atlantic Fleet—not 
the Battleship Squadron—during the last few months were 
a great deal larger than they should be and that the sub- 
ject was causing the Navy Department considerable con- 
cern. We desire to repeat that the desertions in the 
Navy are a great deal larger than they should be and 
that all loyal officers of the Service are justly concerned 
about it. It is quite possible that some of the deserters 
have returned and others have been apprehended. But 
that does not make them any the less deserters at the 
time they left their ships without permission. When these 
deserters return they are checked up as having been deliv-. 
ered or surrendered. There is no change of policy in the 
matter at all. Some interesting facts relative to the sub- 
ject of desertion will be found in our report of proceed: 
ings in Congress.

THE FIFTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 

The Senate Feb. 10 passed in this form the bill au- 
thorizing the sale of arms for private rifle practice, intro- 
duced at the last session by Mr. Proctor. 

S. 5094, to promote the efficiency of the reserve militia 
and to encourage rifle practice among the members 
thereof. 

Sec. 1. That the Secretary of War is hereby author- 


ized to sell, at the prices at which they are listed for 
the Army, upon the request of the governors of the sev- 
eral States and Territories, such magazine rifles belong- 
ing to the United States as are not necessary for the 
equipment of the Army and the organized militia, for the 
use of rifie clubs formed under regulations prepared by 
the national board for the promotion of rifle practice and 
approved by the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of War is hereby author- 
ized, in his discretion, to sel] to the several States and 
Territories, as prescribed in Section 17 of the Act ap- 
proved Jan. 21, 1903, for the use of said clubs, ammuni- 
tion, ordnance stores, and equipments of the Government 
standard at the prices at which they are listed for the 
Army. ‘The practice of the rifle clubs herein provided 
shall be carried on in conformity to regulations pre- 
scribed by the national board for the promotion of rifle 
practice, approved by the Secretary of War, and the re- 
sulis thereof shall be filed in the office of the Military 
Secretary of the Army. 

No agreement has yet been reached by the conferees 
on the amendments of the Senate to the Army Appropri- 
ation bill. The three principal amendments on which 
it seems nearly impossible for the conference committee 
to reach an agreement are numbers one, ten and eleven 
of the bill. Amendment number one provides as follows: 
“For continuing the cable from Valdez, Prince William 
Sound, to Seward, at the head of Resurrection Bay, 
Alaska, $95,000, or as much thereof as may be _neces- 
sary, this money to be immediately available.” Amend- 
ment number ten is the one relating to the appointment 
of captains of the line of the Army to fill vacancies 
which may hereafter occur in the position of Assistant 
Chief of the Record and Pension Office, which, if adopted, 
will eventually mean that all of the lieutenant colonels 
in the Military Secretary’s Department will be perma- 
nent. Amendment number eleven, as to which there is 
also a disagreement, relates to the pay to be received by 
retired officers assigned to active duty with the organized 
militia of the States and Territories. 

The Senate has passed S. 7042, authorizing the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, in his discretion, to waive the statu- 
tory speed requirement of thirty knots an hour for the 
torpedoboats Stringham and Goldsborough, to accept 
them after trial, and to make final settlement, subject 
to possible deductions from the contract prices on ac- 
count of speed failure. 

The Senate has passed the following bills: S. 6362, to 
pay to Jennie R. Bartlett, widow of the late Rear Ad- 
miral John Russell Bartlett, U.S.N., the. difference of 
pay between captain and rear admiral in the Navy from 
the date of his promotion, Feb. 10, 1903, to the date of 
his death; S. 5771, to appoint Francis 8. Nash, a sur- 
geon in the Navy, to take rank next after Surg. Henry 
B. Fitts, Nash having resigned from the Medical Corps 
of the Navy after fourteen years’ service; H.1. Res. 184, 
to deliver to the armory of the National Guards at St, 
Paul, Minn., one condemned 12-pound bronze field gun. 
to be used in the erection and construction of a memorial 
tablet; S.R. 101, to deliver to the National Encampment 
of the G.A.R., one condemned bronze cannon used in 
Civil War, to be used for the purpose of furnishing 
official badges of the order. 

The Senate Committee in their report on the Military 
Academy Appropriation Bill say in reference to an 
amendment providing for one additional instructor in 
French, making the number of instructors in French the 
same as already provided for by law for instruction in 
Spanish: “It has been found, after practical operation 
under supervision of the Superintendent of the Academy, 
that with the present number of instructors in Spanish, 
beginning with the cadets of the first year class and con 
tinuing up to the time of their graduation, they can so 
perfect them in the language that they can not only read 
and write it, but that they may also speak it in a prac- 
tical manner, and this additional instructor in French, 
it is hoped, will be sufficient to perfect the students in 
that language, so that they can speak the language flu- 
ently as well as read and write it.” With reference to 
the appropriation for three civilian instructors in gym- 
nastics the committee call attention to a statement by the 
Superintendent approved by the Secretary of War, ask- 
ing for an instructor in broadsword exercise, one in box- 
ing and military gymnastics and in the Japanese art of 
jiu jitsu. General Mills says: “The purpose of the ap- 
propriation is to perfect the training of cadets in mili- 
tary gymnastics, so that upon graduation they can at 
once conduct this work in the Army. At the present 
time instruction in these duties is compulsory in the 
fourth class year only, and the intention is to continue 
such instruction throughout the four years’ course. The 
instructor in military gymnastics is unable to do this 
work without additional expert assistants. For several 
years the Army Athletic Association has engaged and 
paid for an expert fencer, who has assisted the instructor 
in gymnastics in the development of the fencing team.” 
An appropriation for children’s school is recommended, 
one for a contagious disease hospital and one to restore 
Fort Putnam. The estimate for the Academy was $726.- 
391.38: the amount recommended by the committee is 
$677,978.38, a deduction of $48,413. 

Mr. Depew and Mr. Culberson have been appointed 
members of the Board of Visitors on the part of the 
Senate to attend the next annual examination of cadets 
at the Military Academy.

The House has passed S. 7081, appropriating $500 to 
erect a tombstone over the grave of Major Pierre Charies 
L’Enfant. It was L’Enfant’s genius that conceived the 
plans for the city of Washington, yet his body has lain 
for eighty years in an unmarked grave on Green Hill, 
just outside that city. i 

The House on Feb.-11 passed the much debated bill, 
H.R. 12273, authorizing the President, “in his discretion, 
to appoint to the naval service the three midshipmen 
of the then first class who were dismissed on the 6th 
day of November, 1903, pursuant to the findings and 
recommendations of a court-martial, said midshipmen to 
take rank at the foot of the class from which dismissed, 
and to serve at sea in like manner as the other members 
of said class. Provided, That such appointments shall 
not be operative or effective unless and until said mid- 
shipmen shall have passed such examinations and con- 
formed to such requirements as may be prescribed by 
the Seeretary of the Navy.” This is the form of the bill 
as passed, and is the form in which it was drawn by the 
J.A. General of the Navy, and-is an amendment to the 
bill as introduced, when it read “said appointment to be 
below the other members of said class,” etc. The chief 
debate was on an amendment proposed by Mr. Wanger, 
which was finally yoted down. Mr. Wanger called at- 
tention to the fact that while the bill restores these three 
men to the Navy at the foot of the class with which 
they entered the Academy, it puts them ahead of the 
class that has just been graduated. He proposed that 
the bill be amended to read that they be restored to the 
Navy “at the foot of the class recently graduated.” Mr. 
Butler and others thought that this would add too severe 
a punishment to that already inflicted, and on a vote 
the amendment was lost by ayes 53, noes 61. The final 
vote on the passage of the bill was ayes 95, noes 28. 
The three men whose restoration to the Navy is pro- 
vided for in the bill are: Joseph D. Little, John H. Lof- 
land and Eari W. Chaffee. In the course of the general 
debate on the bill, Mr. Slayden, opposing the bill, de- 
plored the sentimentality that led to this class of legisla- 
tion. It was a notice to the st’Jents of the Military 
and Naval Academies that no aisobedience of regula- 
tions nor defiance of law on their part would meet the 
condemnation of the Congress, any enactment to the 
contrary notwithstanding. Mr. Williams said he had 
formerly opposed the bill, but was now ready to vote 
for it, believing that the young men had been sufficiently 
punished. He believed, too, that they and their com- 
rades at the Academy had learned the lesson that it was 
not necessary in order to make a man of a man that the 
boy should be made a cad. 

The House on Feb. 14 passed these resolutions: Re- 
solved, That the Secretary of the Navy, if not incompat- 
ible with the public interest, inform the House ‘of Rep- 
resentatives of the reasons for canceling the contract of 
December 15, 1903, with the Midvale Company and the 
transferring of the contract at a higher price to another 
company or companies, and for rejecting the bid of the 
Midvale Company February 7, 1905, and accepting the 
bid of other companies at a higher price, and transmit 
with his reply all correspondenee and papers relating 
thereto. 

Resolution No. 491. Resolved, That the Secretary of 
the Navy is respectfully directed to send to the House 
of Representatives, if not incompatible with the public 
interest, such information as is in his possession relating 
to experiments with Gathmann gun cotton shell upon 
plate armor and other resistants, whether at Indian 
Head or elsewhere, under the supervision or under the 
cognizance of the Navy Department or of naval officers 
detailed for purposes of inspection. The Secretary is 
especially requested to give the House of Representatives 
such information as he may possess concerning the al- 
leged complete demolition of 17-inch turret plates by 
the detonation of 500-pound gun cotton projectiles, Gath- 
mann system, at Indian Head on May 14, 1898. 

The House on Feb. 11 took up with unfavorable or 
without final action, several bills of interest to the 
Services. They were disposed of as follows: 

S. 2845, to authorize the appointment as a midship- 
man in the Navy, at foot of class of 1903, Naval Acad- 
emy, of Ricardo Iglesias, of Costa Rica, who was gradu- 
ated in that year; provided, that he shall become a citi- 
zen of the U.S.; this bill was allowed to lie on the table 
on motion of Mr. Payne, who said he believed “we have 
citizens enough that apply to become officers in the Navy 
without going to Costa Riea and taking a man who has 
to become a citizen in order to get into the Navy.” 

S. 2605, to authorize the appointment of Acting Asst. 
Surg. Leopold Herbert Schwerin, U.S.N., as an assistant 
surgeon in the Navy, was allowed to lie over, as not 
being in order at the time because it provided for a pro- 
motion: H.R. 6826, to restore Ensign Creighton 
Churchill, U.S.N., retired, to the active list, was passed 
over on the same ground; also H.R. 13483, to give 
Lewis VPoessel, appointed assistant paymaster in the 
Navy for temporary service in 1898, credit for his pre- 
vious service on his later enlistment in 1899; ‘also H.R. 
14509, to restore James G. Field, surgeon, U.S.N., not 
in line of promotion, to the line of promotion; also S. 
2164, to transfer Asst. Engr. Henry E. Rhoades, U.S.N., 
retired, from the half to the 75 per cent. pay list. 

In a letter-to the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling calls attention 
to the matter of authorizing the President to empower 
commanding officers of naval stations in our island 
possessions to convene general courts-martial. the 1m- 
portance of which has been shown in the annual reports 
for several years of the Judge Advocate General and 
repeatedly brought to the notice of the Congress. At 
the last session a bill was introduced and favorably re- 
ported, and as the legislation proposed would place at 
the disposal of the Department a means of administering 
the law and regulations that would operate greatly to 
the advantage of the naval service without any off- 
setting detriment, it is requested that a measure grant- 
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ing the authority desired be again recommended by the 
Committee for enactment. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported without amendment H.R. 17983, to reinstate 
Alexander G. Pendleton, jr., as a cadet’ in the U.S. 
Military Academy. 

The Ordnance and Medical bills have been reported 
by the House Committee on Military Affairs with a 
recommendation that they be passed in an amended form. 
We publish elsewhere a notice of the report on the 
Ordnance bill, showing the amendments made by the 
Committee. 'The Medical bill was reported on Feb. 16, 
with certain important amendments. Instead of pro- 
viding for sixteen colonels, the bill as amended provides 
for twelve colonels, eighteen lieutenant colonels instead 
of twenty-four and eighty-five majors instead of 110. 
The provision for 300 captains or first lieutenants is re- 
tained in the bill, but the bill is amended so as to pro- 
vide that these junior officers shall have the rank, pay 
and allowances “as now provided by law” instead of 
the rank, pay and allowances of officers of correspond- 
ing grades in the Cavalry arm of the Service. The bill 
has also been amended so as to provide that assistant 
surgeons who have served “five” years; instead of 
“three,” shall, at the passage of this act be recommis- 
sioned as first lieutenants. The following provision in 
the bill as it passed the Senate has been stricken out by 
the House Committee: “That assistant surgeons who, 
at the time of the passage of this act, shall have served 
three years or more in the Regular Army as such, and 
who had not attained the rank of captain on or before 
Dec. 25, 1903, shall, subject to examination, be recom- 
missioned in the Medical Corps in the order of their 
seniority as captains, to rank as such from the date of 
the approval of this act.” . In Section five of the bill 
an amendment is made which limits to grades below the 
rank of major officers who must take an examination 
for promotion. The original bill provide that all offi- 
cers of the Medical Corps must be»so examined. It is 
also provided in the amended. bill that any officer com- 
missioned in the Medical Reserve Corps who may be 
called upon to perform duty and who refuses will lose 
his commission in the Reserve Corps. With these amend- 
ments the bill goes to the House.

The Signal Corps company shall consist of one captain, 
one first lieutenant, one second lieutenant, 5 first-class 
sergeants, 10 sergeants, 10 corporals, 30 first-class pri- 
vates, and 20 second-class privates. A hospital corps is 
also provided for. Enlistments shall be for three years 
with the privilege of renewal for three years. 

Other sections of the bill provide for property account- 
ability and for the administration of justice by military 
courts as now provided by law. 

Sec. 23. That whenever the organized militia of the 
District of Columbia shall be ordered to duty in case of 
riot, tumult, breach of the peace, insurrection, invasion, 
or war, or whenever called in aid of the civil authorities, 
all enlisted men who do duty shall be paid at the rate 
equivalent to three times the pay of enlisted men of the 
Regular Army of like grade.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Naval Appropriation Bill (H.R. 18467) was 
brought up for consideration in committee of the whole 
House on Tuesday by Mr. Foss, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs. The substance of the bill was 
given in our issue of June 4, page 609. In explaining the 
bill, Mr. Foss said: 

“Taking into consideration all the matters which the 
committee had before it, this, in its judgment, is a very 
moderate bill. In the first place, there are no new clerks 
provided for in the bill, except three at the Naval 
Academy, where there has been a doubling up in the 
number of midshipmen. In the second place, there are 
no increases in the salaries of clerks. In the third 
place, it has been the general principle of the committee 
this year to provide for no new construction in our navy 
yards, but only to authorize appropriations to meet the 
contracts for work already authorized. In the fourth 
place, there is comparatively no new legislation in this 
bill, only a very few matters which perhaps might be 
ealled new legislation. It will be seen that after con- 
sidering the schemes proposed by the Navy Department 
the committee have recommended a moderate increase 
in our naval establishment for the coming year.” 

Mr. Littlefield called attention to the fact that the 
bill carries the largest sum that any appropriation bill 
has ever carried for the naval establishment and ad- 
dressed a series of searching inquiries to Mr. Foss as 
to the possibility of reducing the amount. Mr. Foss in 
reply said: 

“T want to say to the gentleman from Maine that the 
committee have very carefully gone over this bill time 
and time again, have examined it probably more times 
and have had more hearings upon this than upon any 
previous naval appropriation bill; and if this bill to-day 
contained anything which was not necessary for the 
coming fiscal year it would not be here. The committee 
are prepared to state that they do not believe there is a 
single item bere that can be reduced without destroying 
in some manner the efficiency of our naval service for 
the coming fiscal year.” 

Mr. Foss explained that the Naval Academy required 
an appropriation of $1,000,000 this year, the neglected 
navy yards weve being put in order and many new hos- 
pitals built. These were unusual appropriations and it was 
probable that the expenses of the shore establishment 
would hereafter decrease. Aside from this the appropria- 
tions of last year were too small; the work of naval con- 
struction having progressed much more rapidly than was 
expected; more rapidly, indeed, than at any previous time 
in the history of our building up of the Navy. 

In a long speech upon the bill, Mr. Rixey said: 

“What part has the Russian fleet played in the present 
war? The President, in his message, said: ‘Not a Rus- 
sian or Japanese battleship has been sunk by a torpedo 
boat or by gunfire, ete.’ I think a more pertinent in- 
quiry is, What damage has the battleship done? Has 
it sunk anything?” 

A list of naval casualties in the Far East was pre- 
sented to show that the battleship had accomplished no 
more than the torpedo. 

The debate on the bill was renewed on Wednesday, 
the most effective argument against the bill being that 
the —* of a Treasury deficiency necessitated econ- 
omy. Mr. Gaines asserted that the Treasury figures 
showed that not only would there be no deficit in the 
financial operations of the Government for next year, as 
Mr. Littlefield had asserted, but that on the contrary 
there would be a surplus, 

There was considerable campaign oratory let loose in 
the discussion. ‘The defense of the Philippines played 
an important part in the discussion, while the events 
of the war in the Far East from a naval point of view 
were made prominent by the advocates of an increased 
navy. 

Mr. Cockran told how the nation in 1812 had, wholly 
unprepared, defied the greatest naval power in the world, 
when he was interrupted by Representative Talbott, of 
Maryland, a Democratic colleague, who asked him when 
the ships used in that war were authorized. Mr. Cockran 
ecouldn’t answer. “I'll answer for you,” said Mr. Tal- 
bott. “Every ship was authorized before war was de- 
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would enter the Service in time of peace, and.I do not 
think any other kind of man would be very -effective in 
time of war.” 

Mr. Dayton; “I believe that the gentleman would be 
ready to meet all the fleets of the world single-handed at 
the port of New York, and I glory in his courage, though

On motion of Mr. Foss the section providing for the 
expenses of recruiting was amended so that the last 
lines now read as follows. “including actual expenses in 
lieu of mileage to officers on duty with traveling recruit- 
ing parties.” The word “traveling” coming before ex- 
penses was stricken out so as to allow “actual expenses.” 
This amendment was made on request of the Secretary 
of the Navy. Mr. Mahon sought to amend so as to 
limit the expenses to $10 a day, but this amendment was 
rejected. ¢ 

When the section on gunnery exercises was read Mr. 
Sherman objected to the appropriation for printing re- 
ports, but finally withdrew his objection. Mr. Fitzgerald 
tried to have the appropriation for the California naval 
station reduced from $50,000 to $40,000, but he did not 
succeed. Mr. Foss said: ‘Admiral Converse stated 
when he was before the committee that of the appro- 
priation of $40,000 last year $6,000 remained, and he 
asked for an increase of this appropriation of mainten- 
ance from $40,000 to $50,000. It seems to me that in 
itself the statement of the small balance remaining of 
appropriation of last year fairly indicates the necessity 
for an increase for the coming year in this appropriation, 
Now, so far as regards the gentleman who is comman- 
dant at that station, I would like to ask the gentleman 
from New York what man in the naval service is better 
fitted to state the necessity for an increase of this ap- 
propriation than the commandant who is in charge of 
that naval station. Of course, Admiral Converse is here 
at the head of the Bureau.”

QUBSTION OF THE CANTEEN. 
Circular No. 8, W.D., Washington, Feb. 15, 1905. 
The following is published to the Army for the infor- 
mation and guidance of all concerned, Here follows a 
letter from Hon. Chas. E. Littlefield, M.C., and the reply 
of the Secretary. In his letter Mr. Littlefield says: 


“Congress has already appropriated $1,500,000 for the 
recreation and amusement feature. Only a few of the 
buildings necessary therefor have been completed, and 
those only within the last few months, so that taking 
the Service as a whole the existing law has not as yet 
had the benefit of the conditions absolutely essential to 
its success. It is, therefore, obvious that no experience 
has as yet been acquired that is of any value in deter- 
mining the wisdom of this legislation. It is the law of 
the land, and I believe entitled to fair, intelligent and 
conscientious application. If, after such application dur- 
ing a period sufficiently long to be reasonably adequate 
therefor, it can not by results justify its right to stand, it 
ought to be repealed, and in such case I would not hesi- 
tate to move its repeal. I regret to say that an impres- 
sion prevails that the officers in the Army are not only 
adverse to this legislation, but are prejudiced against it. 
If this be true, it has created an unfriendly atmosphere 
that not only will impair the efficiency of the recreation 
and amusement feature, but will of itself practically de- 
feat the object of the legislation.” , 


In his reply Secretary Taft says: 


“TJ think you are correct in assuming that a great 
majority of the officers of the Army regard the anti-can- 
teen amendment as ill-advised and as likely to increase 
rather than decrease drunkenness in the ranks. Indeed, 
I must admit to you that as at present advised, I share 
their opinion.

The good faith of the Army in making these re- 
ports, unless on their face they are impartial statements 
of the facts which have come to the knowledge of the 
officers, will, in the heat of controversy, certainly be at- 
tacked if there is the slightest internal evidence of a bias 
on the part of witnesses. It is in the interest of good 
government and in the interest of the cause which has 
attracted the sympathy of so many of the officers that 
they should be especially careful to state all the facts 
coming to their knowledge, whether pro or con. An over- 
zealous witness never aids the side he inclines to. More- 
over, Army officers are not called as witnesses for any 
side but merely as impartial judges. The Secretary of 
War is confident that their future reports may be dc- 
rey ~— as colorless statements of the facts. (974776,

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The torpedoboat Stewart, Lieutenant Sellers, has ar- 
rived at Santo Domingo City, Santo Domingo, and will 
perform duty as official mail boat during the tentative 
period of the negotiations leading up to a settlement of 
the affairs of that unhappy republic. 

The U.S. cruiser Chattanooga, now at New York, com- 
manded by Commander Alexander Sharp, has been or- 
dered to rejoin the Caribbean squadron not later than 
March 2. 

Orders have been given at the Navy Department to put 
the new battleship West Virginia in commission at the 
New York Navy Yard on Feb. 23, with Capt. Conway 
H. Arnold in command. 

The New York Tribune says: “Bremerton, a town on 
Puget Sound, is now serving a good purpose in illustrat- 
ing one effective way of dealing with the saloon evil, and 
the vices which are its almost inseparable attendants. 
Upon the establishment of a navy yard at that town 
saloon men were quick to see the advantages of being in 
a position to annex the payroll of the men, and in a short 
time there were no less than sixteen ginmills on the main 
street of the town. As a result, the money of the em- 
ployees was promptly transferred to the till of the saloons 
while the navvies received jags in return, and discipline 
became impossible at the navy yard. Finally, the people 
of Bremerton were given to understand that unless they 
diminished and regulated the saloon evil no more ships 
would be sent to that station for repairs. As soon as the 
Government showed it was in earnest in this threat the 
authorities of Bremerton responded by raising the saloon 
license from $300 to $1,000, and banishing all saloons 
from the main to side streets of the town. This had 
the effect at once of cutting down the saloons to six, and 
these are well conducted, while in addition, the town has 
practically been freed from vice, which always flourishes 
in connection with the low saloon. Work has now been 
resumed at the navy yard, and the “Jackies” are once 
more enabled to keep some money in their pockets, and 
discipline can again be enforced.” 

For the present the experiments with new shapes of 
smokeless powder at Indian Head have been discontinued. 
These tests will be renewed as soon as new samples have 
been obtained from the drying houses. It will probably 
be some time before the tests are sufficiently thorough to 
warrant the Bureau of Ordnance in pore adopting a 
new shape of powder. 

Brig. Gen. George F. Elliott, commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps, has not yet received the report of the board 
which is examining the papers of the thirteen members of 
the class recently graduated from thy School of Applica- 
tion at Annapolis. As soon as the list is received the 
commandant will at once determine their respective as- 
signments to duty. 

The necessities of the navy yard at New York are very 
clearly presented in a report by a board presided over by 
Rear Admiral Frederick Rodgers, late commandant of 
the yard, which has been submitted to Congress with the 
approval of the chiefs of the Bureaus of Navigation and 
Yards and Docks and a recommendation for its earnest 
consideration by the Secretary. The report shows that 
the New York yard has been the principal dockyard and 
repair station ever since it was acquired over a hundred 
years ago. It is centrally located in the magnificent har- 
bor of a great metropolis which furnishes an abundance 
of skilled labor and every variety of material easily trans- 
ported and its climate ordinarily admits of outdoor work 
at all seasons. It has at present the only naval drydock 
on the Atlantic coast capable of receiving a first-class 
Lattleship or an armored cruiser, and to it all battleships 
must come for dockimg. In the last three years an av- 
erage of 45 per cent. of our first-rates and over 18 per 
cent of our second-rates have been at New York for re- 
pair or refit, and it is safe to assume that even when the 
drydocks at Portsmouth, Boston and League Island shall 
have been commissioned New York will still be called 
upon to do the repair of at least one-third of the total. 
The present facilities of the yard are wholly unequal to 
the present demands upon it and still less to those which 
are in the immediate prospect. Its resources as regard 
berthing and docking are precisely what they were ten 
years ago when we had no battleships. Work at presént 
is done at a great disadvantage and with great loss of 
economy. The board recommend certain changes costing 
in all $1,508,000, which can be distributed over the next 
four years so as to require an immediate expenditure. of 
$300,000, which is the sum they ask for. It is proposed 
to remove the Cob Dock and to secure a depth of thirty 
feet there and in Whitney basin, to construct eight piers, 
electric lighted, and to lay railroad tracks on them and lay 
down a heavy crane track to piers. Ultimately the offices 
and shops will have to be rearranged to utilize to the best 
advantage the present limited yard area. The report is 
signed by Rear Admiral Rodgers, Capts. J. W. Hemphill, 
J. A. B. Smith and C. G. Bowman, Comdrs. Karl Rohrer 
and C. E. Vreeland and Naval Constr. W. J. Baxter and 
Civil Engr. R. C. Holliday. 

In a printed document of forty-two printed pages 
(Senate No. 75) appears the correspondence between the 
Department and the Holland and Lake torpedoboat com- 
panies concerning test of submarine boats of the respec- 
tive companies. While letters have passed committing 
the Department positively to contracts for submarine 
boats with the Electrical Boat Company, these contracts 
have not been executed formally. 

By order of the Admiralty military tops have been 
abolished from all British battleships of the King Ed- 
ward VII. class, and gun-directing platforms are to re- 
place them. This contributes greatly to the stability of 
the ship, without impairing in any appreciable degree 
her fighting efficiency, as the machine and quick-firing 
guns are now in elevated positions on the ship’s hull. 

The King Edward, the name ship of the class, which 
will be flagship of the Atlantic Fleet, will proceed on a 
short experimental cruise before taking up her duties 
with that force. It is understood that ali the vessels of 
this class are to be fitted to burn oil fuel. 

The results of the trials of the British battleship Hin- 
dustan appear to have been very satisfactory, and, like 
her sister, the Commonwealth, she succeeded in making 
rather more than half a knot over her contract speed in 
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the full-power trial. On the full-power trial a speed of 
19.01 knots was obtained, the indicated horsepower being 
18,521, or 521 over the designed power, and the coal con- 
sumption worked out at the very moderate figure of 1.8 
pounds per I.H.P. per hour. 

As to the statement from San Francisco, Cal., this 
week that serious defects had been found in the forward 
turret of the new battleship Ohio, and that it would re- 
quire at least a month to remedy the injury, the report 
of the Board of Inspection on the battleship Ohio, ac- 
cording to Washington advices, shows that the trouble 
with the turret consisted only in that four or five of the 
rollers developed defects. Some minor changes are also 
to be made, but it is stated that none of the defects are 
serious. 


Comdr. Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., has won the annual 
prize of the Naval Institute, awarded in open competi- 
tion for any paper on a naval subject. His paper was 
entitled *‘American Naval Policy.” The prize consists 
of a gold medal, $200 in cash and life membership in the 
institute. Honorable mention was won by Rear Admiral 
S. B. Luce, U.S.N., whose paper was on “The Depart- 
ment of the Navy.”

BRITISH SUBMARINE BOAT EXPLOSION. 


As a result of an explosion on board the British sub- 
marine boat A-5 in the harbor of Queenstown, Ireland, 
Keb, 16, four men were killed and fourteen were in- 
jured. Only one man of the entire crew escaped un- 
injured. A cable to the Herald reports that there were 
two distinct explosions. The first explosion is believed 


to have occurred while the crew was engaged in filling 
the gasolene tanks preparatory to proceeding outside the 
harbor. The A-5 caught fire after the first explosion. 
When this explosion occurred a number of the crew of 
the torpedo gunboat Hazard volunteered to go to the 
rescue of the submarine boat’s crew, but hardly had they 
got on board the A-5 when a second .explosion occurred 
and all the rescuers were more or less injured. The 
crew were hurled in all directions. Nine of them were 
picked up by boats and taken to the hospital. The sub- 
marine boat was afterward docked, and an official state- 
ment issued says the vessel has not suffered much 
damage. 

The explosion was heard ten miles away. Dense 
volumes of smoke were seen immediately pouring from 
the only outlet of the submarine. The rescuers from 
the Hazard report that it was only by superhuman efforts 
that they were able to force their way through the sti- 
fling fumes. They were repeatedly driven back, and when 
finally they reached the lower part of the boat they en- 
countered a terrible spectacle. Of the wounded and 
dying crew only one was able to speak coherently, and 
he was begging to be saved. 

The rescuers were forcing up the second manhole for- 
ward when the second explosion occurred, blowing one 
of them twenty feet upward. He fell in the water and 
was rescued. Others were slightly wounded. The 
Hazard sent a fresh party to the rescue and one by one 
the dead and injured were brought up, the rescuers in 
each case returning prostrated_and faint with the fumes 
of gasolene. 

As the submarine was on fire she was towed to the 
dock yard basin, where bluejackets made gallant efforts 
to get the only body remaining below, that of an en- 
gineer. ‘They were almost asphyxiated before they suc- 
ceeded. Afterward the fire was extinguished. The 
cause of the explosion is unknown. 

The A-5 was a new boat and only left her builders on 
February 11. After extensive and satisfactory trials she 
was ordered to Queenstown for the purpose of familiar- 
izing military officers with the appearance of a sub- 
marine boat. Sixty army officers were present to wit- 
ness the diving experiment which led to such a tragic 
result. The crew were entirely volunteers. 

The killed included Engineer Artificer Chaffe, a lead- 
ing stoker and a stoker. Lieut. H. G. Good, commander 
of the vessel, was blinded. His condition is critical. 
Lieutenant Skinner, an officer of the submarine boat, 
subsequently died of his injuries.

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A SECOND WEST POINT. 


To THe Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Before considering an increase in the size of the U.S. 
Military Academy, let us see how the efficiency of the 
present institution can be increased by a remodeling of 
the course. ‘This remodeling should have in view solely 
the efficiency of the Army, and should treat the tradi- 
tions of the school as a secondary consideration. The 
necessity for specialized education is so generally 
recognized in these days that no good reason can be 
seen for the continuance of the present system, which 
gives the same training to all cadets, and, on graduation, 
puts them in branches of the Service so vastly different 
as the Cavalry and Coast Artillery. 

The training of the Academy in Coast Artillery is 
especially deficient. A cadet receives sufficient training 
in the duties of a second lieutenant of engineers, light 
Artillery, Cavalry or Infantry to take his place in a 
company at once, on graduating, and performs his duties 
with some confidence, but he learns practically nothing 
about the duties of a subaltern of Coast Artillery, and, 
unless they have been provided at the Academy very 
recently, he does not even see a position finder or a tor- 
pedo. His practical knowledge of electricity is very 
vague, and he could not even act as an instructor in 
first-class gunnery without preparation. 

The necessity of the first year course at the Academy 
is not apparent. A graduate of any high school of 
standing, which a cadet usually is, should be able to 
start at once on the present third class course, or one 
slightly modified, instead of reviewing his algebra, geom- 
etry, trigonometry and French. This arrangement would 
give a year that could be devoted to special work at the 
end of three years. 

As a rough outline of the proposed course, let the en- 
tering class begin on the present second year, or third 
class course, all perform the same duties, and have the 
same studies for three years, as they now do in the last 
three years of the course, though in the second year more 
time should be given to the practical and less to the 
theoretical in physics and electricity. At the end of 
three years a cadet would be where he now is on gradua- 
tion, and, with the approval of the Academic Board, he 
could choose his arm of the Service. The fourth year 
could be spent in work especially applicable to the arm 
chosen: for instance, those who chose the Engineer Corps 
would take the course that is now given at the En- 
gineer School of Application, the Artillery candidates 
the course of the Artillery School, and those for the 
Cavalry and Infantry the course of the Infantry and 
Cavalry School. If it should be impracticable to give 
this instruction at West Point the cadets could be sent 
to service schools at Washington, Fort Monroe, etc., as 
the case may be; perhaps this would be the better plan. 

This system would enable graduates to enter at once 
on their duties fully equipped, and would avoid the 
present method of discounting their West Point instruc- 
tion by giving to them the same course at the garrison 
and service schools that is given to non-graduates. It 
would also save the time now lost at the service schools 
when officers are needed for the drill and instruction of 
their companies. 

The former low, though very exacting, standard of 
admission to the Academy, as well as the present fourth 
class course, are relics of the days when the high and 
preparatory schools of this country were neither as num- 
erous hor as good as they are at the present time. Few 
men think of entering West Point without, at least, a 
high school education, and many of them have had a 
year or two at college, or have even graduated from one, 
therefore they should have no real difficulty in entering 
at once on the present third class course, especially if 
the entrance examinations were made to cover the whole 
of the present fourth class course. While to increase the 
capacity of the Military Academy would be very diffi- 
cult, owing to the expense involved and to the necessity 
of leaving commissions to be filled from the ranks and 
from civil life, a readjustment of the course on the 
lines illustrated in the foregoing would be easily possible 
by the co-operation of Congress and the Academic Ta 





PROMOTION BY SELECTION DANGEROUS. 
‘To rie Eprrok OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

As a general proposition, the only safe, just and 
equitable system of promotion in the American Army is 
by seniority. The proposed new system is a fundamental 
departure from the method which has been successfully 
in force since the organization of the permanent mili- 
tary establishment, and its adoption now will inevitably 
work gross injustice, and eventually create wide-spread 
dissatisfaction, if not demoralization, throughout the 
Army. 

The law already provides for eliminating those who 
develop into drones and degenerates, as well as for those 
who display conspicuous aptitude and ability. To go 
further than this, and adopt a general system which in- 
vests the power to promote by selection in one man, or a 
dozen men, will be entering upon a scheme fraught with 
injustice, unfairness and manifold dangers. I do not 
care who is President, Secretary of War, or Chief of 
Staff, or who may represent them. A judge who cannot 
look into the faces and scan the conduct and appearance 
of belligerents or witnesses is deprived of the best test 
of the merits of the case before him. 

It may be claimed that the “efficiency records” of 
officers furnish a satisfactory, if not conclusive, basis 
for comparative judgment. This is a very serious error. 
It simply gives the man of words an unfair advantage 
over the man of action and achievement. One officer 
may glibly tell how to do a thing but cannot accomplish 
its execution, whereas the officer who is short in his 
vocabulary can act and execute perfectly. High stand- 
ing in regimental or post schools is not a good or gen- 
uine test of the fitness of an officer for leadership in 
the Service. It is the man of action, of strenuousness; 
the student of human nature, of human affairs, who 
wins the prizes in the real battles of life. Grant, the 
great captain of the Union Army, would never have 
been selected for promotion. The most pathetic inci- 
dent of his life next to that at Mount McGregor, was 
his struggle to secure a position to serve his country 
early in 1861. Halleck, the author, the theorist, the 
ready writer and talker, could have discounted Grant 
for promotion by selection, and did for a time. But the 
record of the war shows that, like most book soldiers, he 
was not successful as a commander of troops. 

Sheridan would not have been selected for promotion 
had the proposed new order of things been in operation 
during the Civil War. He frankly confesses that he 





probably would not have his examination in 
mathematics without the help of his classmate, Slocum. 
There are scores of embryo Grants and Sheridans to-day, 
and will be hereafter, who will be contemptuously 
passed over for the embryo Hallecks of the Army. Al- 
ready the war colleges and military schools are filling up 
by the selection of the successful recitationists, theorists 
and book soldiers. To them, whose “efficiency records” 
show volubility, and oftentimes superficial versatility, 
are given all the advantages of assignments to mili- 
tary schools and colleges, and to the General Staff; and 
those who are real workers and need instruction and 
encouragement are left behind to drag out a spiritless 
life of routine and drudgery, and by the proposed new 
system of selection will remain there to rot. And yet 
among the latter class will be finally found the Grants 
and Sheridans of the Army in time of war. 

The recent heated discussion in Congress over the un- 
fortunate brigadier generals on the retired list who had 
accepted the opportunity which the law gave them to 
apply for active duty, illustrates the infirmity of any 
fixed system of promotion by selection. Had the offi- 
cers who are invested with the discretion to select the 
applicants for active duty used it. more wisely, the re- 
cent unfortunate episode in, Congress would probably 
not have occurred. . 

So I say, if the proposed system of promotion by 
selection be inaugurated, favoritism with all its evils, 
political influence, social conditions and discriminations, 
natural bias and prejudice which human frailty cannot 
eliminate, the absolute impossibility of adopting and 
utilizing a safe and correct standard of selection, the 
certainty of irreparable wrong and injustice to many of 
the best and most worthy officers of the Service will 
ultimately demoralize the Army, and the “grand ducal 
coterie” which will be at its head, and in absolute con- 
trol, will be as powerless to prevent it as their proto- 
types in Europe. “Frat Justitia, RuaT COELUM.” 
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ELIMINATION VS. SELECTION. 


To Truk Epiror or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Most agree that promotion by selection would be de- 
sirable, provided some absolute test of efficiency upon 
which to base selection could be devised, but that no such 
test has been devised, and consequently that any attempt 
at promotion by selection would result in promotion by 
influence. All agree that elimination of the inefficient 
is desirable, irrespective of the question whether selec- 
tion should be combined with it or not. All agree that 
the present system of promotion by seniority subject to 
examination has not insured the elimination of the in- 
efficient. 

That ths system has failed to accomplish its object 
does not prove that the principle of elimination is a 
failure, and that the principle of selection should be 
substituted for it or combined with it, for there still re- 
mains another system of elimination to be considered, 
that is, the compulsory elimination of a fixed and suf- 
ficient percentage in each grade each year, either inclu- 
sive or exclusive of the losses which occur through 
death, dismissal and disability. 

Granted that there is no absolute test of inefficiency, 
just as there is no absolute test of efficiency, which is 
more practicable—selection of the efficient for promo- 
tion or selection of the inefficient for elimination; and 
which would do less injustice—promotion of an efficient 
who is not the most efficient, or elimination of an in- 
efficient who is not the most inefficient? Promotion of 
an efficient who is not the most efficient does injustice 
to the most efficient, but elimination of an inefficient, 
even though he be not the most inefficient, harms nobody 
who is efficient. 

What objection might there be to this system of com- 
pulsory elimination of a fixed and sufficient percentage 
in each grade each year? That officers who in times past 
had given faithful service, though they had since be- 
come hopelessly inefficient, would not receive the reward 
for their faithful service, but would be thrown out on 
the world without means or ability to make a livelihood 
for themselves and those dependent upon them. 

How could such injustice be obviated? By paying 
them either annuities or lump sums based upon their 
length of service or their pay at date of elimination or 
upon both. Would such a method of obviating injustice 
to the eliminated officers be unjust to the Government? 
This question may be answered by another. Would it 
be more expensive to the Government than keeping the 
inefficient on the active list at full pay and increasing 
the size of the active list in order to keep its total ef- 
ficiency at the required standard? 

The system of promotion which would be most just to 
the Government and to the individual would be the in- 
direct promotion of the efficient through compulsory 
elimination each year of a fixed and sufficient percentage 
of officers, presumably the most inefficient, in each grade, 
either inclusive or exclusive of the losses which occur 
through death, disability or dismissal, with payment to 
the eliminated officers, either in the form of an annuity 
or as a lump sum based upon their length of service or 
their pay at date of elimination, or upon both. 

Whether, if the percentage to be eliminated from each 
grade were fixed at a sufficiently large figure, this SyS- 
tem in time would or would not obviate the necessity 
of compulsory retirement for age is another story.

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ELEMENT OF LUCK IN SELECTION. 
‘To THE Eptror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

We do not like General Crozier’s or any other scheme 
of promotion by selection on account of the element of 
chance involved in it. We fear it because we do not 
believe it could be just to us all. We believe it would 
select a good officer for promotion in every case, but it 
would not, because it could not, select the best and most 
deserving one in every case, or in a large proportion of 
eases, We believe it would “turn down” every bad or 
worthless officer that reached the top (provided he hap- 
pened to arrive there “third”), but our present examin- 
ing boards, sworn to do their duty, ought to do that also. 
But every excellent officer’s chance of being the chosen 
one would depend entirely upon who composed the 
board of selection, or what opportunity the officer had 
had in his career to show his good qualities to the right 
persons. : 

Suppose there were a vacancy among the majors of 
Cavalry, no board of officers on earth could adequately 
compare the records of the 225 captains and decide 





from these records which was the fittest. The weight 
that the board would give to any efficiency report, or 
any letter of commendation, would depend entirely up- 
on the regard the members of the particular board had 
for the opinion of the officer that signed the efficiency 
report or letter. And if a majority of the board were 
personally acquainted with the excellence of any par- 
ticular candidate, and personally believed him to be 
the most deserving, you may be sure such a. candidate 
would be elected, despite anybody else’s recommenda- 
tions. 

So it is mainly a question of luck, for I am scouting 
as contemptible the thought that the President or the 
Secretary of War, or anyone else in authority, would 
“pack” a board to select his candidate; and we do not 
fear political influence, unless the board should be re- 
quired by law to recommend more than one candidate 
in each case for the choice of the President. In such a 
case the choice must fall to the candidate having the 
strongest political influence—this we recognize as in- 
evitable under our form of government. 

This element of luck in the matter of selection is no 
way confined to the Army. It appears in almost every 
business where many persons are employed. It is a mis- 
take to suppose that the best men are always promoted 
in civil affairs. In a business like a bank or a mercan- 
tile house, where all the employees are directly under 
the eye of the manager, unless family claims intervene, 
“the survival of the fittest” may obtain. But take a 
great railway—it is not in every case the most worthy 
that moves on. It is the man that the manager or the 
superintendent personally knows and personally believes 
to be fit. Many an excellent man spends his life at a 
way-station and never gets an opportunity to show those 
in authority what he is worth and what he can do; while 
the young man who is lucky enough to start in the 
general offices, or who by some lucky chance is brought 
under the personal observation of a manager or superin- 
tendent, will, provided he is an excellent man, be pro- 
moted. The method of selection picks out good men, 
but not necessarily the best. ‘It is a question of luck. 

It is the same with our General Staff to-day. No- 
body in the Service doubts that many of the ablest offi- 
cers have been selected for it; no more does any one 
doubt that there are many others throughout the Ser- 
vice doing straight regimental duty just as able as most 
of the members of the General Staff. But these other 
excellent officers may not have had the good luck to 
serve with general officers and others whose recom- 
mendations have weight with boards. 

A most excellent quartermaster in the Army to-day 
got his appointment into that department solely because 
Mr. Lamont, when Secretary of War, happened to visit 
the post where the officer was on duty as post quarter- 
master. His work was excellent, to be sure, and Mr. 
Lamont could not have chosen a better; but this offi- 
cer’s colonel might have gone on reporting his excellent 
qualities as quartermaster till doomsday without hoist- 
ing him into the quartermaster’s department but for 
Mr. Lamont’s timely visit. And the officer knows it. 

Promotion by selection will be promotion by chance.

Gold-Selectionists.—Those who have all qualifications 
for selection and know it.

now it. 

Gold \Anti-Selectionists.—Those who have all qualifi- 
cations for selection and do not know it. (Very small 
and select faction.) 

Free Silver Anti-Selectionists—Those who think they 
are qualified for selection, but are afraid to risk it. 

Populist Anti-Selectionists—Those who have no quali- 
fications for selection and know it. 

This division of parties and factions should satisfy all 
your readers. Those who are selectionists will feel that 
they are in the gold faction and that all the antis are 
populists. Those who are anti-selectionists will feel that 
they are in the gold faction of their own party and that 
the selections are in the free silver factions of their own 
party.

I am unable to agree with General Daggett that the 
adoption of the proposed amendments will place the 
Army Mutual Aid Association on a sound and just basis. 
On the contrary, existing injustice will be multiplied, 
and soundness impaired. Previous to the adoption of 
the present constitution the association offered no special 
inducements to secure young members. Of two men of 
the same age one might join when twenty-one, and the 
other wait until he was forty, and then come in on the 
same basis as the first except the former would have 
something to his credit in the reserve fund. Or one 
might join while young, drop out and come in again 
later, losing nothing but the amount standing to his 
credit in the reserve fund. In other words, members 
got what they paid for each year, their insurance and 
their equity in the association at any time was only their 
insurance for the current year, and whatever stood to 
their credit in the reserve fund. Members who built up 
this reserve fund should be given credit for it. Mr, 
Fouse, the actuary, found that in some cases this would 
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amount to as much, or possibly rather more than one 
dollar per year, to be credited on the annual premium. 
By the proposed amendments some of the older mem- 
bers are asking for many times this sum. Injustice will 
be multiplied in each case just as many times as the 
reduction in the annual premium exceeds the amount due 
from the reserve fund, as shown by the actuary. I have 
heard young members say that if the proposed amend- 
ments are adopted they will be forced to withdraw from 
the association.

Our benefit is limited to $3,000.00, as this is 
deemed sufficient to insure freedom from anxiety about 
financial matters at a time when sorrow for the death 
of a husband or father renders the bereaved ones unfit 
to stand additional strain.”

General Daggett, in his letter in regard to the rates 
of the Army Mutual Aid Association, characterizes the 
present rates as unjust and dishonest, the latter particu- 
larly an unjustifiable term to employ when the facts in 
the matter are considered. 

A member who joined in 1879, at age forty-two, has 
paid a total of $2,280.98 during his twenty-six years of 
membership, an average of $87.73 per annum. The New 
York Life, and practically all other insurance companies, 
including those on a mutual basis, charge an annual 
premium of $106.17 for same age and amount of benefit. 
a difference in favor of Army, Mutual Aid Association 
rates of $18.43 per annum. 

The member has’ paid $2,280, of which $256.14 is re- 
serve, so that the total absorbed in payment of death 
benefits is $2,024.49, or $77.86 per annum. The cost 
of this insurance in all other companies is $2,094.94, or 
$80.58 per annum, a difference of $2.72 in favor of the 
Army Mutual Aid Association rates. This shows our 
rates to be just because they compare favorably with ac- 
tual cost of insurance as computed from actuaries’ tables 
based on all available data. The test of honesty is 
equitable price for proper return, and the present rates 
stand this test thoroughly. 

Arguments might be multiplied to show why the pro- 
posed amendments should be voted down. It is hoped 
that all members send in two negative votes, for two 
votes are required. Both propositions are equally in- 
jurious and if carried will ruin the association.

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HOW TO INCREASE THE ARTILLERY. 


Monterey, Cal., Feb. 6, 1905. 
To THE EpiITror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Of the many plans suggested in the ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL for the increase of the Artillery, none, I believe, 
has the feature which would be made the basis of this 
plan, viz.: that of transferring all the colored troops of 
the Cavalry and Infantry to the Coast Artillery. If 
these four regiments are not to be sent to the Philippines 
again, then they should be placed where they will af- 
fect the amount of foreign service of the other troops as 
little as possible, which would be in the Coast Artillery. 
The officers of the two Cavalry regiments below the 
rank of major would be allowed to transfer to the Field 
Artillery as far as the increase in that arm and its 
present needs would admit, or to the Coast Artillery if 
any should so desire. The officers of the two Infantry 
regiments below the rank of maior would be allowed to 
transfer to the Coast Artillery. These transfers would 
not be made unless the officers should be able to pass an 
examination, made as easy as the good of the Service 
would admit, before a board of Artillery officers, the 
questions being furnished by the General Staff. 

If not enough officers of these four regiments should 
desire to transfer, then the privilege of transferring to 
the Field Artillery would be extended to all captains and 
lieutenants of Cavalry, until enough were obtained, and 
a like privilege extended to all captains and L«atenants 
of Infantry until enough were obtained for the Coast 
Artillery. After all the captains and lieutenants of 
Cavalry and Infantry so desiring, had been transferred, 
those remaining without vacancies would be temporarily 
assigned to regiments having officers of like grade ab- 
sent on detached service, until enough regular vacan- 
cies should occur. The field officers of the four regi- 
ments would be temporarily assigned in the same man- 
ner, but there would not be many surplus ones left after 
the retirement of the Civil War veterans. If that much 
increase should not be desired for the Artillery, then 
only the two Cavalry regiments should be transferred, 
or those and one Infantry regiment. If that much in- 
crease should be desired without decreasing the Infantry 
then the enlisted personnel only of the two Infantry 
regiments would be transferred, the officers remaining 
with the regiments to be filled up with white troops. 
‘The officers transferred would retain their present rela- 
tive rank. MONTEREY. 
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COST OF TELEGRAPHING TO ALASKA. 


In accordance with the recommendation of the Chief 
Signal officer of the Army, the Secretary of War has ap- 
proved the handling of purely social and domestic mes- 
sages over the Alaskan Signal Corps telegraph lines, un- 
der the condition hereinafter described. The rates gov- 
erning these messages are as follows: Ten words, or 





less, fifty cents; eleven words, up to twenty-five words, © 


one dollar. Messages containing more than twenty-five 
words will not be accepted at the reduced rates. Mes- 
sages to and from points beyond the boundary of the 
United States and Alaska will not be accepted, and the 
sritish possessions are, therefore, barred from participa- 
tion in these rates. Code or cipher messages, or messages 
referring in any way to business matters, will not be ac- 
cepted at these rates; and the number of messages will be 
limited to two a month (thirty consecutive days) by the 
same person, and replies thereto. Messages originating 
in the United States will be addressed “care Signals, Se- 
attle, Washington,” from which point they will be trans- 
mitted by mail to Valdez, Alaska, thence by telegraph to 
destination; while messages originating at Alaskan 
points will be sent by telegraph to Valdez, thence by mail 
to Seattle, where they will be turned over to the com- 
mercial telegraph companies. In view of the fact that 
the present rate for ordinary commercial messages from 
Seattle to St. Michael is $3.50 for ten words, or less, 
and thirty-five cents for each additional word, the reduc- 
tion mentioned above will be appreciated; and while 
there will be a delay of nine days or more on account of 
the mail facilities between Seattle and Valdez, the great 
gain in time over ordinary mail is apparent. The above 
rates become effective March 1, 1905. 


FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

The new French Minister of Marine has signalized his 
entry into office by a decision to re-establish annual 
vrand naval maneuvers. The Mediterranean and Chan- 
nel Squadrons will be united under the command of Ad- 
miral Fournier. the president of the North Sea Com- 
mission, now sitting in Paris. 

Paris despatches state that the appointment of Lieu 
tenant Lienard to be naval attaché at St. Petersburg, 
succeeding Lieutenant de Cuverville, who has not been 
heard from since he left Port Arthur in August last 
with Lieutenant Gilgenheim, the German attaché, indi- 
cates the abandonment of all hope of finding De Cuver- 
ville. 

The British Army Council has approved of photo- 
graphs being taken of the best type of the different kinds 
of horses used in the army in “marching” and in “water- 
ing’ order for record in the office of the Director of 
‘Transport and Remounts, accompanied by a full descrip- 
tion, giving its Army number, height, age, nationality, 
ete. 

Experiments in the French army with a new heavy 
gun of 240 millimeters, invented by Captain Tournier, 
of the French artillery, have been so favorable that this 
gun is to be adopted for siege and coast defense batteries. 
A new field artillery gun of 155 millimeters, the inven- 
tion of another French officer, Captain Rimailho, has 
also undergone successful tests. These two guns are 
stated to far exceed in range, accuracy of aim and ra- 
pidity of fire the present French cannon. 

Soldiers who have been convicted of assaults or sim- 
ilar offences of violence before their enlistment in the 
German army will not in future be promoted, or re-en- 
listed when they have served their time. Non-commis- 
sioned officers who are punished for maltreating soldiers 
will not be retained in the army beyond their period of 





service. These regulations have been issued by the ex- 
press desire of the German Emperor, who, it is said, is 
keenly desirous of removing the stain of brutality from 
his army. 

On April 1 next the corps of engineers serving in the 
German navy will be divided into two parts, one of 
which will be styled torpedo engineers. In the same 
way the body of artificers and stokers will be divided, one 
section being appropriated for torpedo duty. 

The German battleship Elsass while steaming outside 
Kiel recently lost her rudder. 


As the result of photographic experiments in the record 
of small arms, recorded in the January number of the 
Royal Engineers’ Journal, Lieut. J. V. Thompson, R.B., 
reaches these conclusions: “On explosion of the charge 
the rifle recoils at first in a nearly axial direction ; during 
its motion it compresses the clothes and flesh of the firer, 
and after moving back about 0.5 inch it begins to rotate 
about the shoulder, the foresight describing an are about 
five inches in length when fired in standing position. The 
moment that the bullet has left the bore the powder ga» 
rushes out with greatly increased velocity, the center of 
gravity of the gas moving at a rate of not less than 4,300 
feet a second. The force of the blow of recoil absorbed 
by the firer is measured by the momentum of free recoil : 
I. The Short Lee-Enfield has a momentum of 2.63; 
II. The Lee-Metford, 2.61; III. An ordinary twelve-bore 
shotgun, 3.70. During the passage of the bullet along the 
barrel the rifle is subjected to varying strains, the maxi- 
mum pressure occurring when the bullet is about six 
inches from the breech. This state of tension or dilata- 
tion is communicated to the muzzle more quickly than the 
bullet travels, so that the bullet arrives at the muzzle 
when the latter is in a state of vibration, thus affecting 
the path of the bullet and the sighting of the rifle. The 
direction of the vibrations is probably influenced by the 
unsymmetrical shape of the rifle with respect to the axis 
of the barrel, which prevents the recoil being taken up 
axially. Because of varying conditions the vibrations 
cannot be absolutely uniform, ané since they affect the 
shooting the less they are the better. 


Sergeant Rehbock, of the 106th Infantry regiment, 
of Germany, stationed at Leipzig, has been sentenced by 
a court-martial to five years’ imprisonment and degrada- 
tion for gross misuse of his authority and maltreat- 
ment of men under his orders. 


The French Minister of Marine has received a despatch 
announcing that the armored cruiser Sully, of the French 
Squadron in Far Eastern waters, has touched a rock in 
Allong Bay, but that no one was injured. The extent 
of the damage to the warship is not yet known. 


The great gravity of the naval situation having been 
brought home to the Russian Government, the Czar is 
stated to have sanctioned a ten years’ ship-building pro- 
gram, involving an expenditure of about $800,000,000. A 
naval committee has reported in favor of eight battle- 
ships of the Slava type and eight of the Andrei Pervos- 
vannui type, six cruisers of the Bayan class, six im- 
proved Noviks, and six of the Bogatyr class, besides fifty 
iarge destroyers, one hundred various torpedoboats, ten 
mining ships, and four floating workshops. About thirt 
destroyers are at present in hand in Russian, Fren 
and German yards, and about twelve others will very 
soon be begun. The last destroyers built by the Nevsky 
yard are not at all satisfactory. It is also stated that 
the voluateer fleet will undergo a change, its headquar- 
ters being removed from Odessa to a northern port, prob- 
ably Windau. 

Tord Roberts on Jan. 14 unveiled a memorial tablet 
erected by the Institute of the Crypt of St. Paul’s Ca- 
thedral, London, to thirteen men who lost their lives 
while serving as special correspondents in the South Af- 
rican War. In replying to the invitation to unveil the 
memorial, Lord Roberts said: “It was befitting that 
the memorial should be placed in the cathedral, and it 
was highly gratifying to him to have the opportunity of 
rendering his praise, not only to those in whose honor 
the tablet was erected, but also to the many other war 
correspondents who had been associated with him at va- 
rious times. Many distinguished names were entered on 
the roll of the institute. He would only mention one— 
that of Sir William Russell, the father of all war corres- 
pondents.” 

A cable from London states that the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Steamship Company’s steamships Deutschland and 
Hamburg are'to be sold to Russia for $3,500,000 and 
$2,000,000 respectively. 

It is stated that the Japanese expect to recover fifty 
vessels as the result of the salvage operations at Port 
Arthur. They are employing 1,200 workmen in repair- 
ing ships and are storing coal. The captured artillery, 
vehicles, locomotives, cars and other trophies have been 
collected ready for shipment. Japanese warships off 
Vladivostok have captured thirty-seven vessels carrying 
contraband. The conscription laws have been revised 
in Japan, enabling the country to place one million troops 
in the field. General Stoessel denies the charges we 
quoted from the London Times asserting that his garri- 
son never amounted to 25,000 men, and that the pub- 
lished description of his second line of forts was purely 
imaginary as they were only temporary defenses. The 
defeated Russian army and navy officers are saying 
some very unhandsome things about each other. News 
was received in Paris on Feb. 8 that the French 
armored cruiser Sully had struck a rock in Allong Bay, 
northeast of the Red River Delta, Tonquin. She was 
firmly fixed on the rock, and it was necessary to re- 
move the crew to the French cruisers Gueydon and 
ID’Assas, Adrier reports that she is badly injured. The 
Sully is one of the latest and best ships in the French 
navy, and cost $5,000,000. Her loss elicits general in- 
dignation against M. Pelletan, ex-Minister of Marine, 
for allowing, contrary to the warnings of the naval 
officers, the Sully ta leave France without properly 
testing her steering capacity, the defects of which are 
stated to have been the cause of the disaster. 
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The sword as a part of the field equipment of officers 
of the Infantry is doomed. Its uselessness in this con- 
nection has been thoroughly realized for many years now, 


and a proposition that it be done away with is under- 
stood to have the approval of the authorities of the War 
Department. The General Staff of the Army is also giv- 
ing serious consideration to the question of a proper bay- 
onet for the new magazine rifle recently adopted by the 
Army. The triangular bayonet advocated in a special 
letter published in the JourNAL of Feb. 11, meets with 
the greatest favor among General Staff officers. 
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The Baltimore Sun fears that the adoption of jiu jitsu 
* a oe om will necessitate the rein- 
orcement of the Hospital Corps at the next Army- 
football game. ne

MIDSHIPMAN ARROWOOD ARRESTED. 

The Navy Department was informed on Feb. 15 of the 
arrest in New York city of Midshipman M. W. Arro- 
wood, who has been absent without leave for severai 
weeks. Midshipman Arrowood was working with a real 
estate company at the time of his detection and arrest. 


Ile has been confined on the Hancock pending the de- 
cision by the Navy Department of whether or not he will 
pe tried by court-martial for desertion. It is probable 
that his trial will occur, in which event it will be inter- 
esting to note what punishment will be given him for 
his desertion. Mr. Arrowood deserted from his ship after 
the refusal by the Navy Department to accept his resig- 
nation. He will be returned to the Kearsarge, probably 
for trial, and this question is now before the Navy De- 
partment. . 

Midshipman Arrowood was assigned to the Kear- 
sarge for his first tour of sea duty, and shortly after a 
year’s cruise he wroté to the Secretary of the Navy ask- 
mg permission to resign. The Secretary declined the 
appheation and pointed out that inasmuch as Midship- 
man Arrowood had been educated by the Government 
it had a right to his services ‘for a reasonable period. It 
is also understood that the midshipman wrote other let- 
ters in which he said in effect that the naval service 
was conducive to immorality, that many of the officers 
he associated with were not the kind of men that a God- 
fearing youth should have as constant companions, and 
that no Christian gentleman, brought up as he had been, 
could live in such surroundings without suffering. The 
report that Midshipman Arrowood had made such state- 
ments caused great amusement to Rear Admiral Coghlan, 
commandant of New York Navy Yard, who is quoted by 
the New York Sun as saying: 

“While I know nothing omcially save that the young 
man is under arrest as a deserter, on orders from Wash- 
ington, | have heard of the letter to Secretary Morton 
giving Arrowood’s reasons for wanting to resign, It 
hardiy seems to me that the subject in general is worth 
extended discussion. There must be something behind 
the young man’s attitude. The case is certainly a most 
remarkable one. 

“IT never heard anybody, particularly an officer, say 
that we sailors were unchristian or immoral. It isn’t soe, 
you may depend on that. If the Service prides itself on 
any one thing, it is the sterling character of the men 
who officer the ships. Good gracious, what are chaplains 
for anyway? Don’t you suppose that the dominies would 
have found it out long ago, if we were not all that we 
ought to be? 

“It's all very well to talk about moral atmosphere, but 
what kind of moral atmosphere does a fellow live in 
whose oath is nothing to him, carrying with it no moral 
obligation? Vrobably that never suggested itself to our 
young friend.” 

Admiral Coghlan said he had no desire to treat the 
matter in a spirit of levity, but there were some funny 
points about it that anybody with a sense of humor 
couldn't help seeing. 

“Think of the possibilities,” said he. “Why, we will 
have to send missionaries to the ships to rescue our 
chaplains who do not know they are living in immorality 
and vice.”

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INSTRUCTION IN FIELD SERVICE, 


We have already alluded to the publication in a cir- 
‘ular from the First Brigade Headquarters, M.V.M., of 
the excellent remarks by Capt. Eli A. Helmick, 10th Inf., 
U.S.A., at the annual banquet of Co. D, 2d Inf., M.V.M. 
\We give here extracts from the remarks of Capt. Hel- 
mick, regretting that our space does not admit of their 
publication in full. 

“The instruction of a company naturally falls under 
three heads: 1. Drill and discipline, including the School 
of the Soldier, the School of the Squad and the School 
of the Company. 2. What is popularly known as target 
practice and is included in the text of the ‘Small Arms 
iring Regulations.’ 3. Field service. 

“With the instruction under the first two heads, every 
‘company, Regular or militia, should be familiar. The 
work is simple, is easily understood, and the efficiency 
cf the company in these two branches can readily be at- 
tained if the officers and men are in earnest. 

“Where the militia company is weak, and where it will 
be exceedingly difficult for it to overcome its weakness, 
is in the lack of knowledge of field service, and I may 
idd that some of the companies of the regular service 
are hazy as to their duties under this head. 

“The corporals should make a study of the various 
duties that they are liable to have to perform. Much is 
now given in the School of the Squad in the new ‘Drill 
Regulations.’ Wagner's ‘Security and Information 
gives instruction in the conduct of small patrols; Beach’s 
‘Manual of Field Engineering’ supplies information on 
the subject of preparation of cover. All this the cor- 
porals should become familiar with if they desire to be 
more than corporals and become the true leaders of their 
squads. If every corporal could be made to realize what 
it means to be the instructor, the controller, the leader 
of seven men, the making of an efficient company would 
be an easy task for the captain. 

“It is a difficult thing to get the whole company out 
for an afternoon for instruction in field work, but it 
hould not be so difficult to get a squad, or perhaps two, 
for a half Saturday. Try this sometime, after having 
carefully studied paragraphs 158, 159 and 160 under the 
head of ‘Instruction on Varied Ground’ in the School 
of the Squad. You will find that what you thought easy 
‘rom reading the book is very difficult when you get out 
nto the country and try. to apply it. Then talk the 
matter over in all its various phases in your armory 
meetings, and you will soon see what an opportunity 
here is for efficient work. 

“Another thing I would like to impress upon you; that 
is, the importance of making careful observation and 
learning to report intelligently what you see. It is no 
casy thing to observe intelligently and report the in- 
formation gained correctly. You will find valuable in- 
struction on this subject in Wagner's paragraphs on 
patrols in his ‘Security and Information.’ Nothing should 
he considered of too little importance to make note of. 
Every time a patrol is sent out a report should be turned 
in by its leader, in writing, if possible, and after the 
orm prescribed in Wagner’s ‘Security_and Information.’ 
pages 112, 113 and 114. I want to add that no patrel 
hould be sent out without being given definite instruc- 
tion. Too many times the unsatisfactory work of a patrol 
is due to the fact that the officer who sent it out failed 
to do this; to the fact, perhaps, that the officer was not 
juite clear himself what he wanted. 

“In the conduct of patrols, as well as the various parts 
of the advance and rear guard, it is very important that 
there shall be concert of action. Team work should be 
encouraged. In this respect, the methods of the football 
teams might be followed to a certain extent to advan- 
tage. 

“There is no doubt that it is perfectly practicable to 
maneuver such a body as a patrol or a flanking party by 
means of signals and entirely without noise or confusion, 
but to do this it is necessary to learn the signals pre- 
scribed in ‘Security and Information’ and now found also 
in the new ‘Drill Regulations,’ and perhaps to add other 
signals to them. 

The study of this work is well worth your while; you 
cannot make your men efficient unless you know some- 
thing about it. Don’t make the mistake of thinking it is 
too difficult for you to attempt it; it isn’t. What is needed 
is a knowledge of the principles which may be found 
in the ‘Drill Regulations,’ Wagner's ‘Security and In- 
formation,’ and Beach’s ‘Manual of Field Engineering’ ; 
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then the application of these principles in a common- 
sense way. ; 

‘“‘What I have said about the work of the corporals and 
the sergeants applies with equal force to the lieutenants. 
The captain is the chief, the father, the ‘old man,’ as he 
is known in the regular service, who watches, instructs, 
corrects and: encourages the whole. . 

“Let your goal be the perfection of your organization, 
whatever it may be, the corporal his squad, the sergeant 
his section, the lieutenant his platoon; then there will be 
no question about the efficiency of the company and none 
about the regiment and higher commands. 

“Our ancestors were compelled to know how to use 
their rifles; it was the same with the Boers; but to-day 
there is a surprising amount of ignorance of fire arms 
among our inhabitants and,.of course,-a corresponding 
ignorance of their efficient use a,-ainst-an enemy. 

“It is the common sense, Yankce application, if I may 
use the expression, of these simple principles of the pro- 
fession which are to be found in the works of our best 
officers, notably, those works already mentioned, that 
the militiaman has to do with in the instruction of the 
company in field work. .These he can become familiar 
with without a great expenditure of time, and the knowl- 
edge of these will certainly put him in the way of be- 
pei xo an efficient soldier when his country needs his 
services.”’ 
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DRILL PAY FOR NEW YORK GUARDSMEN. 


A bill is to be introduced in the New York Legisla- 
ture providing for the payment of enlisted men of the 
National Guard for each drill they attend, and if it be- 
comes a law will prove of great practical benefit to the 
State force. The bill, which is to be entrusted to As- 


semblyman J. Mayhew Wainwright, is the outcome of 
an argument by Lieut. John F. O’Ryan, of the 2d Bat- 
tery, before the National Guard convention, recently held, 
curing which he advocated payment of individual guards- 
men for attending drills. The lieutenant was supported in 
his views by Col. E. E. Britton, A.A.G., 2d Brigade, and 
other officers, and finally a resolution was adopted ap- 
pointing a committee of five to fully look into the ques- 
tion of payment of the National Guard for drills, in or- 
der to still further increase the efficiency of the force. 
Colonel Britton was made the chairman of the commit- 
tee, and Major Charles E. Lydecker, of the 7th Regiment, 
was among its members. 

As a result of the deliberations of this committee a 
bill has been drafted for the payment of enlisted men 
for attendance at each assemblage for drill, inspection, 
muster, rifle practice, parade, or review, not exceeding 
forty in the aggregate in any one year; payments to be 
made every four months, at the rate of twenty-five cents 
per man per drill. If a man injures his clothing or 
other State property, or is absent from drill, an amount 
sufficient to cover the delinquency will be deducted from 
his pay.. Counting, say, twenty-four drills each season 
as a maximum, it would mean that each enlisted man 
who made these parades, would earn $12. There are 
some 10,000 enlisted men, and the annual appropriation 
needed for pay would be $144,000. From this amount, 
however, the State would get back considerable from 
fines deducted, and the saving in clothing, aside from 
the saving resulting from the greater care taken of 
clothing. There would also be a saving in the abolition 
of delinquency courts, and an increase in recruiting and 
general efficiency. 

Col. David E. Austen, of the 13th Regiment, advocated 
such a scheme of payments several years ago, and was 
about the first officer to put himself on record to this 
effect. With the increased demands upon officers and 
men now necessary in order to perfect them in their 
duties, it is only just that the State should do some- 
thing towards compensating them. | 
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TROOPS FOR THE INAUGURAL PARADE. 


The 5th Regiment of Baltimore when it attends the 
inauguration ceremonies in Washington, D.C., March 4, 
will go to the capital by water, chartering some steamer 
for the trip down the bay and up the Potomac river. 
They will leave Friday afternoon, reaching Washington 
early Saturday merning. Supper will be served on the 
boat and the troops will bid farewell to Washington at 
2 or 3 o’clock Sunday morning, having a daylight trip 
up the bay. 

The following will constitute the Provisional Brigade 
of the National Guard of Pennsylvania to proceed to 
Washington, D.C., for the purpose of participation in

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MINNESOTA. 


In his annual report on small arms practice in the 
Minnesota National Guard, Capt. Orris E. Lee states 
that interest has been much greater during this season

been unprecedented in this State. On the State Range 
alone more than 139,000 rounds were fired, as against 
90,000 last season. A new class has been added by U.S. 
Regulations, for which the State has no decoration at 
present, that of “Expert.’’ Including the experts with 
the sharpshooters for comparison, the increase in that 
class is nearly fifty per cent., and the increase in the 
marksmen class is nearly one hundred per cent over 
last year. In the State matches the 3d Infantry again 
won the regimental trophy, and Co, F, 3d Infantry; the 
company match. As no trophy is provided for the com: 
pany team match Captain Lee suggests that a suitably 
inscribed. badge be awarded each year to the winning 
team.

shooters and highest twenty marksmen out of 223. Co. 
E, 2d Infantry, is again the high company, but Co. F, 
2d Infantry, has made tremendous strides. ‘‘The work 
of these two companies,’ says General Drain, “has been 
magnificent, while a number of other companies have 
done very well indeed. Co. F in 198 had no expert 
riflemen or sharpshooters and only nine marksmen. This 
year they have sixteen expert riflemen, two sharpshooters 
and twenty-five marksmen. Every officer of the N.G., 
connected directly or indirectly with the active list, ex- 
cept three, has fired upon the range during the year. 
Neglect of any duty will be more readily forgiven an 
officer than inattention to this most important feature 
of. his work. The highest figure of merit attained under 
“Special Course ‘“‘C’’’ thus far reported for 194 is that 
of Wisconsin, 47.4. The figure of merit for the Na- 
tional Guard of Washington is 54.90. This is more pleas- 
ing in view of the fact that the Wisconsin National 
Guard is recognized as being one of the most practically 
efficient organizations in the United States.’’

W. J. W. asks: What is my number on the eligible 


. list for appointment as post commissary sergeant? An- 


swer: There is no eligible list arranged according to 
standing in any one examination. All that can be said 
is that you passed your examination and stand a chance 
of being appointed if vacancies occur in the near future. 


A. H. asks: The station of Pvt. John Hurley, eniisted at 
North Adams, Mass., March, 194. Answer: John F. Hur- 
ley, private, Co. C, 4th Infantry, is at Manila, P.I. 


MANY RBADERS asks: Is a retired soldier who 
served three years in the Civil War, then served twenty- 
six years in the Regular Army and retired at the rate of 
$30 a month eligible to admittance to a national military 
home for disabled Volunteer soldiers? Answer: There is 
no legal objection to his admission, but every case is 
passed upon by the Board of Commissioners on its 
merits. 


W. H. S. asks: Who was appointed to the U.S.M.A. 
from the 14th Ohio District in 1881 or 1882, and is he still 
in the Service? Answer: Robert EB. Stewart, who is not 
in the Service, was appointed to the Academy from 14th 
District, Ohio, in 1882. The State in 18838 was redis- 
tricted and Stewart was graduated as from the i6th 
District in May, 1883. John H. Alexander was appointed 
from the new 14th District, was graduated, and served 
several years, but is not now living; in any event. he is 
not in the Service. It is impossible, however, to give a 
definite reply to this question, as the State has been ro- 
districted several times since 1882. 

W. H. J. asks: What became of the bill which was 
to provide a medal for those Volunteers and lars 
who performed willing service in the Philippines after the 
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war with Spain had ended, i.e., the medal President Mc- 
Kinley in his despatch to General Otis, July 1, 1899, 
promised the above? We know that we are to receive 
the Spanish War medal, the Philippine medal, and the 
China Relief Expedition medal, but there are several 
hundred ex-Volunteers and Regulars who would un- 
doubtedly be glad to read in your paper any information 
you may be able to give about the McKinley medal, if it 
may be so called. Answer: This matter is still before 
Congress. Secretary Taft sent a special communication 
to Congress this session asking for an appropriation for 
these medals. It is hardly probable, however, that any- 
thing will be done this session. 

J. D. L. asks: Where on the list of eligibles for the 
position of post commissary sergt. does John O. Lackey, 
U.S.A., Ist sergeant, Co. K, 6th Inf., stand? and how many 
vacancies will occur within the next two years? An- 
swer: Your exact standing for appointment cannot be 
made public, as no list is made up for publication. You 
will be appointed when your turn comes. 

P. R. R.—The following is the decision as to the rela- 
tive rank of company quartermaster sergeants made by 
the War Department Sept. 13, 1902, forwarded to General 
MacArthur by Lieut. Col. W. Ennis, A.A.G.: ‘Sir: Re- 
ferring to the communication from the commanding offi- 
cer of the 524 Company, Coast Artillery, who asks a 
decision as to the relative rank of a company quarter- 
master sergeant as against the other sergeants of the 
company, the Lieutenant General commanding the Army 
directs me to inform you that in the application of Par, 9, 
of the Army Regulations (as amended by General Orders 
N. 39, A.G.O., 1902), all the sefgeants of a company or bat- 
tery of Artillery, except the first sergeant, are regarded 
as being of the same grade, and their rank of precedence 
in that grade is to be determined by their respective 


dates of appointment. The quartermaster sergeant was 
authorized by law for the purpose of providing an as- 
sistant to the company commander in the performance 


of the duties (which are indicated by his title of office) 
in connection with the care and preservation of the 
public property for which such company commander is 
responsible, but the quartermaster sergeant is in no 
sense a part of the enlisted force of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, as is the case with the acting hospital 
steward, who is an enlisted man of the Medical Depart- 
ment, and so is, by analogy, without authority to exer- 
cise command in the line of the Army, or, indeed, in any 
part of the military establishment outside of the staff 
department to which he belongs. The quartermaster 
sergeant, on the other hand, belongs to the line of the 
Army in which he may exercise command in accordance 
with his rank. It is proper to remark in this connection, 
that while it is expected that while the quartermaster 
sergeant will be charged with the performance of any 
duties which may arise in connection with the care and 
preservation of public property pertaining to the com- 
pany, the particular emp: loyment to which he shall be 
assigned rests in the discretion of the company or bat- 
tery commander, and that discretion is not controlled by 
higher authority.”’ 

CO. I.—Vacancies in the Philippine Scouts are filled by 
appointments made by the commanding general in the 
Philippines, to whom you must apply through the chan- 
nel. It is not thought that there are any vacancies. 

J. B. H.—If you will let us know what particular dis- 
trict you desire information about as to vacancies to 
West Point, we will answer your question, but a com- 
plete list of districts vacant and coming vacancies will 
not be given.

A SERGEANT asks: Is a soldier, stationed for over 
five months in one town and over four years in State, 
entitled to vote at primary and regular election for city 
officers? Never having paid any taxes in city nor en- 
listed in this city, but am a citizen of the United States 
since 1889. Answer: You cannot vote unless you have 
acquired a residence under the laws of the locality; you 
do not gain a residence by being stationed there on duty. 

B. E. C. asks: How many existing vacancies there are 
for post quartermaster sergeants; also how many eligi- 
bles are waiting appointment? Answer: The War De- 
partment does not care to make public the information 
desired. 

Co. G, 25TH asks: Can a soldier button his overcoat 
up on either side and will it be right? If not, why are 
two sets of buttons put on the coat and two sets of but- 
ton holes made for the extra set of buttons? Of course 
it is customary for a soldier to button his coat up on the 
right side; that is for uniformity. Was there ever a 
circular sent out from Washington in any form. stating 
that a soldier should button his overcoat on the right 
side? Answer: There is no regulation or order on this. 
A company commander would, of course, require all men 
to button coats alike.

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“WAR STATISTICS.” 


Cyrus Townsend Brady gives some in- 
teresting war statistics in his new book, 
“The Conquest of the Southwest,” which 
the Appletons publish this month. 

“We paid,” he says, in speaking of the 
conquest of Mexico, “about one hundred 
and eighty dollars for each square mile of 
territory, or thirty-two dollars for each 
member of’ the population to-day. It will 
be safe to call it one hundred and seventy 
millions of dollars in all. 

“It has been estimated that the cost of 
the Revolution was upward of one hundred 
and seventy millions of dollars. We paid 
I'rance for the Louisiana purchase fifteen 
millions of dollars, The price of Alaska 
was seven million two hundred thousand 
dollars, and the Philippines cost us twenty- 
iiillions in cash to Spain, besides the terri- 
Lie expenses of the war. 

“Suppose,” he continues, “convinced 
that we must have this (Mexican) terri- 
iory to rovnd out and complete our na- 
‘ional domain, that we had gone to Mex- 
ico and offered her twenty-five, fifty, seven- 
(v-five, or even one hundréd millions of 
dollars? We would have been greatly the 
cainer from a financial point of view even 
if she had demanded the highest figure.”

THE CZAR LESS THAN A CLERK. 

The Hon. Andrew D. White, ex-United 
States Ambassador to Russia, writes for 
Collier’s of Feb. 11 on the Russian situa- 
‘ion. He deseribes the Czar by saying that 
at the time of his accession he was a young 
man, kindly, courteous, speaking English 
like an Englishman and French like a 


l‘renchman, but with no other qualifica- 
ions to rule his empire. To begin with, he 
differs physically from any of his prede- 
cessors since Peter the Great, save possibly 
the wretched Emperor Paul. He is slight 
in build, short in stature, undignified in 
manner, Probably no man ever came to a 
throne with a greater dislike for all that 
reigning implies. Those who have had the 
best opportunities to observe him agree 
that he has no ambition, no real knowledge 
of his empire, no acquaintance with men, 
no ideas of any value regarding the world 
at large; that he dislikes all official busi- 
ness and is indifferent to all human beings 
save his family and a few friends of no 
moral or intellectual force. 

Being thus constituted, he at once feil 
under the sway of the old reactionary in- 
fluences and especially of Pobedonostzeff, 
of his mother, the Dowager Empress, and 
of sundry grand dukes immediately about 
him, All the evils in progress during the 
reign of his father now came to a head, 
The “Russification” of the Baltic prov- 
inces, the oppression of the Jews, the mas- 
sacres of the Chinese upon the Amour and 
elsewhere, the trampling down of Finland, 
the plunder of the Armenian Church and 
the giving up of the Armenians to murder 
and pillage under Turkish misrule—all 
went on more gayly than ever. 

As to Finland, the four emperors who 
had preceded him since that grand duchy 
was brought into the empire had been re- 
strained by the oaths taken on their acces- 
sion, but this young man, under the influ- 


ence of counselors fanatical and brutal, vi- 
olated the imperial pledge and his own 
oath, and thus turned the most loyal and 
civilized part of his empire into a hotbed 
of hatred and treason. Very significant is 
it to observe that in Finland, which up to 
his reign had never shown the slightest 
tendency to anarchism, nihilism, or social- 
ism, the red flag has in these later days 
been freely displayed. 

The present reign has completed the re- 
duction of autocracy to absurdity. For 
the theory on which autocracy is based is 
that the monarch, established by divine 
grace and endowed with divine wisdom, is 
to do all the thinking for the most enor- 
mous empire in the world—for one hun- 
dred and forty millions of people of un- 
numbered races, tongues, religions, insti- 
tutions, and customs. This is the theory 
which has now collapsed in the face of the 
whole world. For the last ten years, this 
work, which would have tasked the genius 
of Caesar or Napoleon, has been carried 
on by a young man of less ability and force 
than would be required of a clerk in a ha- 
berdashery.

THE KAISER’S MILITARY HONORS. 


The Kaiser has just been appointed a 
captain general in the Spanish army. 
There remains now no European force, 
military or naval, in which he does not 
hold honorary rank. He is expecting a_ 
fine appointment in the Mikado’s army, 
and it is rather surprising to him that 
President Roosevelt has not invited him to 
become an American general. 

He possesses at least 150 uniforms, with 
all the appurtenances to boot, such as 
helmets, caps, swords, daggers, scarfs, rib- 
bons and cloaks. They are all arranged 
in magnificent wardrobes, and the respon- 
sibility of superintendence and selection, 
especially when the Kaiser visits a foreign 
capital, is most harassing. 

The Empress is an honorary colonel of 
several regiments, native and foreign, and 
there was a terrible sensation one day 
when she was discovered to be wearing a 
uniform with the epaulettes of a mere lieu- 
tenant.—London Chronicle.

POWERFUL VINEGAR.
